‘TRIFE, riots, and unrest abroad have 

made the life of the press photogra- 
phers overseas a hazardous one. The job 
of getting pictures in the midst of com- 
munal disturbances in India, Palestine, 
and other trouble centers entails hard 
work, ingenuity, courage, and sometimes 
just plain good luck. Recent letters from 
Max Desfor, Associated Press photogra- 
pher in India, reveal some interesting 
experiences. 

Recently Max had the idea of shooting 
an entire day’s activities on Mahatma 
Gandhi's birthday. At 4:45 a.m. he re- 
ported at Gandhi's residence and sent in 
a note via Gandhi’s doctor requesting 
permission. A reply stated that Gandhi 
would be out shortly for his morning 
walk. At 5:30 he appeared and Max took 
one picture at which the Mahatma indi- 
cated disapproval, since he dislikes flash- 
es. A policeman stationed to guard the 
Indian leader rushed up with his gun 
out, pulled the bolt back, slipped a bullet 
in place and herded Desfor out of the 
grounds, At the regular press hour later 
that morning, Desfor returned to find all 
the Indian photographers on hand seek- 
ing permission for a birthday picture. 
The answer was a definite “No.” That's 
how Desfor’s one photo became an ex-

clusive scoop on Gandhi's birthday, 1947. 

Later trouble broke out between the 
Moslems and the Hindus and Desfor 
thought he had reverted to his old status 
as a war correspondent. He went with 
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the Indian navy to make a beachhead 
landing in the disputed territory between 
India and Pakistan. Covering the story 
with him was a newsreel photographer 
who also had seen action in World War II 
and who had made the Normandy beach- 
head landing. Between them and under 
their direction the Indian landing went 
off in good order—from a pictorial point 
of view. 

When Kashmir became the center of

NCOVERING a sudden wealth of 

comedians right in its own ranks, 
the American Society of Magazine Pho- 
tographers—or at least its meetings—may 
never be the same again.

Eart 
LeaF, whose South American trip was 
written up here recently, told about that 
Rosert Capa covered the territory be- 
tween Hollywood and Stalingrad, and 
Cart Perutz told of the pictures he'd 
missed in a year of free-lancing in Paris. 
WEEGEE, who has traveled a great deal— 
in New York—brought the travelogue 
home. 

In the heart of the Congo, Elisofon 
found a tribal chief whose camera-mug- 
ging could only be matched in Holly- 
wood. After hours in the hands of a 
native staff of beauticians, hair-dressers, 
and wardrobe boys, the chief looked 
ready for his portrait. Eliot started to 
set up his camera, but a guttural “Ughh” 
from the chief warned him off.

photographer to record his antics, aims, and achievements

or kid sister, sooner or later someone else is bound to 

peep through the keyhole and pierce the iron curtain 
surrounding the mystery of his inner sanctum. Having once 
got the secret, they then get the “bug.” What was once the 
favorite hobby of a comparative few has now become Amer- 
ica’s number one pastime. Everybody’s doing it! 

Small wonder then that a major studio like RKO Pathe 
Inc. producers of the This Is America series of well-known 
shorts, decided to go all out on amateur photography. With 
complete disregard of any phony Hollywood approach (and 
no doubt a wary eye on some 20 odd million’ camera fans), 
they went straight to the most likely sources of authentic 
information--homes, recognized schools, camera clubs, night 
spots, high buildings with a view, and conducted field trips.

For two consecutive weeks, with the weather on their side 
for outdoor scenes, a crew of men went about thetr job with 
the same enthusiasm and curiosity as a baby just discovering 
its thumbs. Though they worked from a prepared script, so 
many unforeseen things happened en route that changes be- 
came a regular course of procedure. Interest in their work 
was obviously heightened by the constant presence of camera 
fans, who not only sensed the importance of the goings-on, 
but also fell willing victims and models to the probirg docu- 
menting eye of their own medium. 

Cheek by jowl, old-time professional, advance’ amateur, 
and rank beginner worked alongside each other, asking ques- 
tions, making suggestions, and cutting an occasional caper. 
Often as not, the clicking of the still cameras, flashing bulbs, 
unwanted shadows—all an original and unforeseen contribu- 
tion by the fans grabbing their own two cents’ worth of the 
scene set before the cameras—ceaused only slightly less bedlam 
than must have existed at the Tower of Babel. For example, 
at one point in the proceedings I spied several fellows at dif- 
ferent viewpoints shooting at me (while I shot a few stills)

“Tay ee HE TITLE for this story is not 
A's . just an idle question. The ability 


to see pictures is important in 
my business. Some photographers are 
born with that ability, and others achieve 
it by practice and training. With it, the 
door to the future is wide open. Without 
it, a photo-journalist might as well stay 
home. But at this point you probably 
want to ask me, “Just what is a photo- 
journalist, and what’s so important about 
photo-journalism?” 

And in the words of a politician, | 
might answer, “That’s a very good ques- 
tion! Does anyone have any more?” But 
I’m a photographer, not a politician, and 
so I will give you an answer. It’s one 
that was arrived at during a recent 
round-table discussion I led on photo- 
journalism, and I think it is a good one. 
A successful photo-journalist has the 
ability to use a camera like a pen, and 
can tell the story of a stone in the street 
in a way to hold your interest. 

The technique of this field of photog- 
raphy as it is practiced today is derived 
from the illustrated newspapers which 
first appeared and flourished in Ger- 
many and Russia, then in France and 
England, long before the advent of the 
present-day Life magazine on the Amer- 
ican scene.

All he has to do is like pretty girls and cold weather. 

Just a landscape dressed in white is lovely, but its 
loveliness is cold. Yet it’s simple to warm up a snowscape— 
simply add a girl. Then the contrast between the warmth of 
a vital woman and the cold perfection of a snow landscape 
will give you drama, a drama of contrast. 

By saying “simply add a pretty girl” I may be misleading 
you. The idea is simple enough, but to photograph a warm- 
blooded girl in a chilly snowscene isn’t as simple as it sounds. 
Chattering teeth may be right in character if you’re making 
a picture of Rosie the Riveter; but if you’re trying to take a 
picture of a girl frolicking happily in the snow, and her teeth 
chatter, her nose turns red and goose bumps make her skin 
look like a reticulated negative, you and the girl won’t enjoy 
the experience nor will anyone enjoy the picture. 

To take pictures of your girl friend in the snow so she won't 
look colder than the background, ask her to dress warmly. 
Every girl looks bulky in a snowsuit anyway, so the little 
extra bulk that she may acquire from a second pair of red 
flannel snuggies won’t make a lot of difference in her sil- 
houette, but the difference in her expression will make a dif- 
ference in her picture! I have another suggestion, too; a big 
thermos of hot coffee. Maybe you won't need it yourself be- 
cause your enthusiasm will keep you warm without flannels 
or warm drinks, but a cup of hot coffee between shots helps 
to keep a girl from freezing. 

That’s about all the extra equipment you'll need to photo-

No need to fold up your equipment and go home when the sun 
begins to sink low on the horizon.

graph pretty girls in the snow. Your camera will need a me- 
dium yellow filter and a carrying case to keep it warm between 
pictures. Lens leaves are as apt to freeze as pretty girls. I 
never take my camera out until the last minute, then between 
shots I put it right back in its case. If only models came in 
carrying cases you would be able to omit the coffee thermos. 

While some photographers take along their full parapher- 
nalia: tripod, exposure meter and such, I don’t. I like to travel 
light and enjoy myself. Since I don’t enjoy sinking in the 
snow under the weight of extra equipment, I substitute my 
twelve years of experience for tripods, meters, and other gadg- 
ets. In fact, in taking snow pictures, a meter may mislead 
the photographer. There’s so much brilliance all around that 
even when you point the meter at a model you get a rating so 
high that it’s bound to give you an underexposed image so far 
as the girl is concerned; and so far as I am concerned, the 
girl’s image is my main concern, not the snow background. 
So I forget the snow and calculate my exposure time for the 
model. 

I’ve found that there’s no such thing as an average exposure 
or stop for snow pictures. Only the light matters, and there 
are aS many different strengths and types of light on a cold 
winter day as there are individual patterns in the snowflakes. 
I do prefer to use the fastest possible film, but I don’t suggest 
that others follow my preference because it isn’t easy to avoid 
grain in developing high-speed film. The main point in dark- 
room procedure for snow pictures is to emphasize contrast. I 
always put snow scenes on paper slightly more contrasty than 
that particular negative would normally demand. By watching 
the brightness of the white areas, it’s possible to use a paper 
that will enhance the sparkle of snow in the sunlight. 

It isn’t necessary to have sun in order to make pretty pic- 
tures of girls in the snow, although it helps. When I go out 
to shoot snow pictures, I start shooting when the sun appears 
on the horizon and continue until it sinks over the opposite 
horizon. Haze, overhead sun, or any other taboo atmospheric 
condition doesn’t stop me from making pictures. Only human 
frailty should make a photographer say finis or time out while 
he is taking pictures, and the frailty seldom belongs to the 
photographer. That’s why he must remember the human 
element. , 

If you take your best girl out in her new snow suit and 
make her pose for twenty minutes before you’re ready to 
shoot, you may come out poorer by one girl friend, with no 
pictures to compensate for her loss. Snow pictures must look 
spontaneous, and human temperature being what it is, 98.6 F., 
you'd better make your snow pictures in a hurry. I always 
start out with close-ups. When a girl is fresh out of a warm 
car or train, that’s the time to get pictures of a really happy, 
bright smile. Let her run around in the snow until your 
camera is set, then move in close and get your head shots. 

It isn’t really necessary to have snow in these close-ups at 
all. The girl’s heavy clothing and the wintry sky background 
tell the story without the actual evidence of snow. If the sun 
is blazing in the girl’s eyes and bouncing up at her off the 
snow-covered ground (the best reflector ever contrived), try 
turning your model with her back to the sun. That way you 
get a soft lighting effect without a suggestion of squint. 

When you've exhausted the possibilities of close-up shots, 
you can begin making action shots. A combination of the 
girl’s idea plus your own usually develops into a good series 
of pictures. If she likes to roll in the snow, throw snowballs, 
or build a snowman, let her do it while you shoot whenever 
you like what she’s doing. If her ingenuity fails or she’s just 
too cold to bother, show her what you want her to do, and 
ask her to run through the action several times. When she 
has it down so well that it looks natural, send the girl off for 
a two hundred foot run to warm up, then take the picture. 

Sometimes, I feel like the starter at a track meet when I'm 
shooting snow pictures. I say to a model, “See that tree over 
there about two hundred feet away. Let’s see how fast you 
can run there and back.” The glowing look she gets from the 
exertion, her heightened color and breathlessness practically 
ensure a picture with a spontaneous effect. You must always 
remember that the model suffers more than you do. You can 
scamper around, looking for better angles and become excited 
about what you see in the camera. The poor cold girl doesn't 
have that creative spark to keep her warm. It’s up to you to 
see that she’s comfortable and happy, (Continued on page 140)

N THIS series of articles, we have 

been considering the problem of cos- 

tume as presented under arbitrarily 
limited conditions, using only two cos- 
tume elements: a pair of embroidered 
aprons. Last month we discovered that 
even with a single element, opportuni- 
ties for variation were surprisingly nu- 
merous. This month we consider combi- 
nations of two elements, as well as 
variations introduced by use of certain 
constructive elements. 

Before going on with these matters, 
we might with justice pause to ask our- 
selves why a photographer should con- 
cern himself with costume anyway. It 
is a legitimate question, and in its an- 
swering may give additional light and in- 
struction on methods for using costume 
elements. 

Any kind of art—musical art, graphic 
art, literary art, or what you will—must 
be at least once removed from factual 
reality. It is this that gives the partic- 
ular elusive charm to all forms of graphic 
art: we are not dealing with the thing 
itself, but with a derivative form of the 
thing, reflected in the personality of the 
artist and filtered through the process 
that he uses. 

Always in art we must seek this re- 
moval from too close contact with the 
minor facts of things. Photography, by

its very nature, is especially liable to be 
chained to the literal. Indeed it has fre- 
quently been stigmatized as merely a 
method of factual recording. That of 
it is not. Yet the fact, the bald 
and literal fact, always lurks about the 
edge of a photograph and is always try- 
ing to muscle its way in. The fact makes 
for good reporting, but for poor pictures. 

To this threat of the purely literal and 
factual, costume offers a reply. More 
readily than anything else, costume 
serves to make the photograph once re- 
moved from reality. The conditions im- 
posed by this particular project force one 
to steer clear of purely literal implica- 
tions. Whatever your result may 
look like, it simply must not look like a 
girl with aprons on her head which is 
what it actually is. Unless you can get 
away from that literal fact, you'll get 
nowhere.

Last month we noted possible uses of 
a single costume element; this month we 
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discuss the use of two. This, of course, 
allows for much greater flexibility in 
handling. One element may be used as 
a head dress, while the other serves as 
a blouse. Or a blouse may be built by 
the combination of the two. Or they 
may serve together as blouse and skirt. 

In Figure 2, patterned after Scandina- 
vian peasant dress, one element serves 
as the blouse. This is turned inside out 
and tied around the neck. The lower 
edge of the apron is pinned up to reveal 
the pattern. In similar manner, about six 
inches of the lower edge of the other 
apron is turned back before it is laid 
over the head and shoulders. 

Figure 3 suggests the novice in a reli- 
gious order. The lower apron is worn 
in the same way as in Figure 2, but is 
draped in a different manner. The up- 
per element is reversed also. The waist- 
band of the apron is worn low on the 
forehead and over the ears, and the 
strings are tied at the back of the neck. 


Resembling a Scandinavian dress in 
effect, one element is the blouse, and 
another is laid over head, shoulders. 


Another modern conception is this 
design, which shows one of the apron 
strings tied at the subject's throat. 


The fabric is arranged to obtain the ut- 
most fullness. 

Figure 4 shows a model which may 
be varied by slight alterations of only 
one element. The strings of the cap in 
this arrangement are tied at the back of 
the neck, but in others they may be 
criss-crossed over the top or brought un- 
der the chin and tied under one ear. 
Such little caps seem to me to suggest 
England of the late 18th or early 19th 
century. A character from Jane Austen, 
perhaps. 

A change in angle can yield a quite 
different impression of a costume. Fig- 
ure 7, for example, is simply a profile 
version similar to Figure 4. 

Figures 1 and 6, which are a little more 
modern in conception, show the use of 
both elements in constructing a blouse. 
The two bottom hems are laid over the 
shoulders and crossed in front to make 
the V-neck. The waistbands of the two 
aprons are pinned snugly around the

results satisfactory to all concerned. And far too often, one or 
two of these may be booked up solidly for the time being, and 
a couple of others are out of town, while the remainder are 
unavailable for some reason or another. 

Perhaps it is a good thing that art directors are so often un- 
able to engage the services of one of the proved “Old Reli- 
ables” or specialists who can be counted upon to do the par- 
ticular camera job required. Necessity forces them to take a 
chance—and gives others the opportunity to work up into the 
“Old Reliable” class. 

Let us suppose that Art Director Blank, working on the 
XYZ account (an industrial), has telephoned three photogra- 
phers, any one of whom, in his opinion, would be able to make 
just the kind of pictures needed for XYZ’s forthcoming ad- 
vertising campaign. Finding all three busy or unavailable, he 
realizes he must turn to that much larger group in whose 
performance there is an element of chance. 

“Which one shall I try?” he asks himself. “There’s Smith, 
who makes such good fashion shots, and Brown, who is good 
at food; they both claim they can make industrials and want 
to make more of them, and I’ve seen some pretty fair samples 
in their portfolios. Or I could try Jones again. So far, he’s 
been uneven—some of his work magnificent, but he didn’t do 
so well on that last ABC job. He hadn’t had much experience 
then. Maybe he’s improved by now. Shall I give him a 
chance? Then there’s Miss Thompson. She’s just out of school 
and her samples look good . . . or that young Abrams, who’s 
been in service.” 

Most art directors find themselves in such dilemmas fairly 
often, and the Smiths, Browns, Thompsons, and the rest get 
their chances sooner or later. A relatively small percentage 
make the grade and move up into the “inner circle,” whose 
work is in consistent demand. The number is small, because 
advertising photography is a sterner taskmaster than straight 
commercial, portrait, publicity, (Continued on page 180)

‘INCE THE END of the war, photographers have been 
S bombarded with every conceivable means of publicity 
about a “new” high-speed light source for picture mak- 
ing. In some cases, terrific claims were made for this light— 
claims that sometimes could not stand up under trial. Many 
incomplete and inconclusive stories about this light were 
written in a fashion that usually left the average photographer 
thoroughly confused and thirsting for a more simplified ex- 
planation of what could and what could not be done with it. 
The equipment has been called “strobe light,” “speed light,” 
“repeating flash,” “electronic flash,” and a dozen other names 
. all tied together with a lot of non-understandable, highly 
technical explanations that did nothing but keep things 
shrouded in an atmosphere of mystery as to what it was, 
what it would do, and what it would cost! 

The shortage of conventional flashbulbs since the early 
days of the war, coupled with an unprecedented urge to 
shoot flash pictures by almost everyone who possessed a 
camera, made it very easy to arouse a tremendous interest 
in a so-called “repeating flashbulb” that would last for 15 or 
20 thousand flashes. It was comparatively easy to allow peo- 
ple to believe that here was something that would suddenly 
end all their worries about an unending supply of flash, con- 
tained in a single bulb. Unfortunately, this was not quite as 
easy and simple as it sounded and thousands of photographers 
were doomed to disappointment. 

It is because of this, plus the fact that flashtubes are a 
valuable addition to existing photographic light sources, that 
it seems worth while to attempt to clarify a beclouded issue. 
Once you understand just what a flashtube outfit is . . . what 
it can do . . . what it cannot do . . . what it costs . . . then 
you, the average photographer, can more readily decide 
whether or not there is a place for it in your individual 
picture-taking activities. It would (Continued on page 164)

make money at the same time. Here is how you can do it 


QUIVERING young neophyte once asked Mark Twain 
A how he became a writer. The reply was typically terse. 
“By writing,” said Clemens. 

To all the students in schools and colleges that I have been 
forced to treat with similar brusqueness due to lack of time, 
I now apologize. Gather round, chilluns, while old Professor 
Loder takes down her hair. 

To copy Clemens and state that one could become success- 
ful in making photographs for educational institutions simply 
by taking lots of photographs would be simplification to the 
point of inanity. Taking lots of photographs helps, of course, 
but there are many angles to be considered, some of them 
only too human. We'll deal with the latter later. 

Two types of school photography provide openings for the

beginner. The first is that of immortalizing the students’ faces 
for the year book—a field that, to my mind, belongs to portrait 
work—and which I am not equipped to discuss. The second 
is that of recording school activities, sports, buildings, etc., for 
calendars, catalogues, alumni bulletins, and advertising. This 
field, offering more variety, is more interesting, and much more 
demanding, and it is this I propose to make the subject of 
today’s lecture. 

There are several methods of getting started in the paying 
part of school photography, but only one I recommend. There

may be a few exceptional students who are able to make money 
at it while still attending classes but in most instances, though 
your snapshot appears in the year book, or even as a cover, 
the reward is glory only. And although many schools now 
give courses in photography along with the other curricula, 
few students graduate prepared to step into commercial work. 
Chief value of such courses is to give one an opportunity at 
little cost to determine whether to make photography a life 
interest. So, clutching your sheepskin, you are prepared either 
to attend a professional school of photography, or earn as you 
learn. Whatever your decision, your first “earning” step 
should be the same. 

(Aside to G.I.’s at this point—even if you were a photog- 
rapher with the Army or Navy, these suggestions apply to 
you, too, unless you had commercial experience before enter- 
ing the service.) 

Choose a nearby campus, obtain permission to take a few 
outdoor shots, make some good ones, and then—and then only 

ire you ready to talk business with the publicity director. 
Don’t with little or no practical experience, sell yourself to 


a job with the risk of muffing it and creating ill-will right at 
the beginning. Whether your locale is a small town or a large 
city, you are going to need every (Continued on page 104)

Smile provoking, The Power of Sug- 
gestion is from the camera of Axel 
Bahnsen, Yellow Springs, Ohio, 
whose work has many times been ex- 
hibited. A strong sense of humor 
and superb technical prowess are 


combined in this particular scene. 
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A portrait of Miami, Florida, approached by a fret- 
ful squall, but with buildings gleaming in the sun 
and mirrored in placid waters was titled Magic City 
by C. W. Lee Clier of Indianapolis. The photograph 
has the fragile and illusory atmosphere of a mirage. 





Old Nuremberg is the work of Shirley M. Hall of San 
Marino, California, and in its old world feeling is a 
decided contrast to Magic City. The cross lighting 
afforded by a late afternoon sun picks out weathered 
slates which line the roofs like stones of a mosaic. 
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John Vachon of New York City made this striking genre 
shot during a trip through Poland while with the 
UNRRA. The out-of-focus background accentuates the 
grinning chimney sweep, who has his tools slung over 
his back. His soot-begrimed face is a far cry from. . 


this lovely lady who wears an orchid atop her 
head. Delicately translucent, like a piece of porce- 
lain held to the light, this portrait is the work of 
Werner Bischof of Zurich, Switzerland. Imaginatively 
lighted, it is kept from being a complete silhouette 
by a low and soft frontlight which reveals the face. 











Horizontal and vertical bars of steel, almost like the 
lines of a cubistic painting, frame this workman and 
draw the eye to where he sits. Arthur Siegel of 
Chicago is the photographer who found an everyday 
subject, and through camera viewpoint and composi- 
tion made it into an effective and powerful scene. 





Repetitive and monotonous, like the same tune played 
over and over again, a patterned panorama of compo- 
sition is broken suddenly when the eye falls finally 
on the single seated figure. Stephen Deutch of Chi- 
cago has effectively created depth and kept the eye 
within the picture’s border by use of this device. 
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Nude, by Ferenc Berko of Bombay, India, has adroit 
and effective lighting. The formalized and regular 
pattern of the background serves to set off the more 
gentle lines of the subject. Berko, now working with 
the Institute of Design in Chicago, has a refreshingly 
original approach to the problems of photographic art.

S* YOU’VE always wanted to prove

At least he may 
now be comforted by knowing that he 
has been provided with the best excuse 
in the world for not taking care of the 
baby . . .

sistors (one variable), and a tiny 
neon bulb; these are the total compo- 
nents of one of the simplest darkroom 
timers imaginable. The bulb flashes 
once every second (or at any other time 
interval—according to plan) with a red- 
orange color safe for all but color work. 

The wiring diagram is the best indi- 
cator of its simplicity. In operation, con- 
denser “C” is charged by the batteries to 
the voltage (90 volts approximately) at 
which the neon bulb “N” breaks down 
(conducts current). At this point the 
condenser discharges through the neon 
bulb, which flashes once. The batteries 
start immediately to recharge the con- 
denser, through the resistors “P” and 
“R”, until the breakdown voltage is 
again reached. The bulb flashes again, 
and the cycle repeats until shut off. 

The exact timing between discharge 
flashes is determined by the battery volt- 
ages, condenser and resistance values 
selected, and the ignition voltage of the 
neon bulb. The particular timer de- 
scribed here with the values given 
flashes at five second intervals. The 
variable resistance “P” permits the ex- 
act setting of the time interval. As an 
alternative, the resistors may be ar- 
ranged in a single bank and made vari- 
able through the length, giving a greater 
range of adjustability. In addition, the 
timer should be checked at intervals to 
insure against a change in period due to 
a drop in voltage in the batteries. 

For a one second interval flashing 
timer, merely substitute a three megohm 
resistor for the given value and adjust 
“P” for the exact interval. I do this eas- 
ily by clipping a three megohm resistor 
directly across the twelve megohm com- 
bination permanently soldered in place. 
(he current drain on the batteries is so

NYONE unfamiliar with Mexico 
A may have a mental picture of that 
country as a land of fiestas, cac- 

tus, and peons—with a few scattered 
siestas for native consumption. The best 
way to let the ill-informed know would 
be to refer any such reader to a cartoon 
which appeared recently in a _ national 
magazine. The cartoon showed a som- 
brero—and_ serape-clad Mexican snap- 
ping pictures of two camera-bedecked 
prototypes of the American tourist. 
While this is a trifle exaggerated in the 
manner of dress of the Mexican camera 
fan, it certainly is true to the extent that 
Mexicans who have the means are great 
camera enthusiasts. I say “who have the 
means” because in Mexico, more than in 
the United States, the camera hobby is 
for the rich. Much is being done by a 


large U. S. camera and photo firm to 
popularize photography, especially in 
forming small amateur clubs in such 
cities as Puebla and Monterrey; but 
when José Amateur buys a good fixed- 
focus box camera for 30 pesos (more 
than $6, U. S. money) he has a capital in- 
vestment. In this same vein, a good 39 
mm camera costs a good many thousands 
of pesos. 

Nevertheless, the members of the Club 
Fotografico de Mexico have equipped 
themselves beautifully.

photo shop you may purchase large 
mounted photographs of familiar scenes 
of Mexico, Cholula, Taxco, Acapulco, 
which probably will be signed “Juan 
Guitierrez,” another outstanding club 
member. Fernando Fernandez, whose 
forté is copying oil paintings in color, 
likes to use Type. A Kodachrome with 
conversion filter for all his daylight work 
claiming he gets truer color rendition in 
that manner. Vic de Palma, now in busi- 
ness in Mexico City, is also on the list 
as a member and has offered his own 
studio until club facilities are completed. 
These names represent only a few of the 
active members, and very few of the 
original group. 

The original Mexico City Camera Club 
was started in 1939 by an all English- 
speaking group, British and Americans, 
among them Bob Feike, Otto Done, 
Buddy Errand, Ray Espinosa, Charlie 
Hichens, Frank Meckel, and some dozen 
others. They first met in homes and 
then in the American Club where they 
held annual salons. Then the club be- 
gan taking in Mexicans, a matter which 
presented a difficulty of language. 

When enough Mexicans had joined to 
nearly balance the English-speaking 
group, the club formed two sections, one 
for each language group. At present the 
group moves and acts as a unit, the lan- 
guage forming no great barrier, and a 
majority of members are Mexican. The 
greatest difficulty the club has encoun- 
tered is lack of a permanent meeting 
place, and lack of darkroom facilities.

OON after the opening of the Paris 
S Zoo many years ago, I started mak- Se 
ing studies of the newly arrived 
animals in their beautiful settings. Of [ 
course many other free-lance photogra- 
phers were interested—most often with- 
out any speculative purpose. 


I noticed that the monkeys, lions, and ‘“ 
tigers attracted more visitors than did ; 
the birds, ostrich, parrots, flamingos, or A

Thousands of amateur photographers us- 
ing all kinds of cameras were delightedly n 
taking pictures from all angles, and miles tl 
of film were exposed during the summer 
months of the first two years r 
My own first shots were nothing but F 
pictures of the animals I liked particu- Oo 
larly well. At the time I made them, I 
had no idea of future use in mind and 
made but one single print of each nega- 
tive, handing the whole batch to my as- 
sistant for classification. 
In 1934 I found substantial publicity 
appearing in the newspapers for the 
“Zoological Park of Vincennes” and saw 
that it took many lines of expert writing f 
to describe the gaiety of the gibbons, the S 
poise of the leopards, the swift beauty of 
the antelopes. I thought that a good pic- 
torial representation of the zoo’s stars F 
might replace scores of words and prove 
helpful. Making a thorough survey of 
the pictures I had taken earlier, I came

Prior to taking any new shots, I made 
several sketches, and experimented with 
imple layouts of picture and type. Then 
I went back to the zoo, selecting a fine 
lay with ideal sunlight—and enthusiastic 
ver the prospect of some fine pictures. 

I soon learned that the only animal 
which would cooperate that day and as- 
sume a stately pose similar to what I 
wanted was a tiger which stubbornly re- 
fused to appear in the open part of his 
lwelling. I realized I would have to 
make my photograph inside the building 
through the bars of the cage—which I 
lid. I used a quarter-plate (9x12 cm) 
reflex fitted with an anastigmat lens 
opened to f/8 and gave an exposure of 
one second, the camera firmly supported 
between my chest and the iron bars. 

My model made several unsuccessful— 
but certainly friendly—attempts to catch 
the intriguing instrument by slipping his 
velvet paw through the bars. The focus- 
ing mirror warned me in time and I 
would pull back out of reach. With much 
patience I waited until the king of the 
forest had resumed the position that best 
suited my scheme. 

I spent the whole day at the zoo and 
brought home no more than half a dozen 
exposed slides. Since I was requested 
not to use flashbulbs—which might dis- 
turb the capricious big cats—my expos- 


ire of one second at f/8 is not surprising.

good and furnished the basis for my first 

poster.

Make Your Own 
Blinking Timer

between battery terminals for an off-on 
switch. It should be noted that the total 
of 135 volts of the batteries will cause 
one to remove his hand from it, but can- 
not do any harm. 

The timer can be made into an attrac- 
tive appearing unit by enclosing it in a 
5x4x3-inch crackle-finish metal casé 
available in any radio parts store. An 
off-on switch, a variable resistance knob, 
and a bayonet type neon lamp and socket 
also will simplify operation. Types T2 
and NE51 lamps are suitable, although 
in the first case, the clear glass tube 
must be specified, as the metal coated 
tube will not function in the dark. 

There are several real advantages to 
using this kind of timer. In the dark- 
room the worker is well aware of the 
blinking cf the timer without having to 
take his eyes from the work at hand 
This is especially valuable in extensive 
dodging or other manipulation. I find 
the five second interval much easier to 
keep track of in longer exposures. Fi- 
nally I have found an odd use for the 
blinker entirely apart from its timing 
function. In the Printon processing | 
have saved several underexposed close- 
ups in which the flesh tones were very 
dark in the transparency and would be 
much darker in the print. The flashing 
in of a small amount of pink from the 
neon bulb proved a surprisingly close 
match for flesh tones. Of course, there 
must be no large white areas which will 
also pick up’ a noticeable amount of 
color.—™

series deals primarily with this well- 
chosen title. The present opus, now the 
65th release since the series was begun 
in 1942, is intended not merely as an eye- 
opener in the realm of photographic 
goings-on, but also portrays graphically 
the manner in which photography has 
captured the hearts, affected the lives, 
and sneaked into the pocketbooks of the 
hobbyist, the snap-shooter, and the seri- 
ous student who plans to enter the 
profession. 

Having batted out a sizable number of 
portraits during the last decade or so, ex- 
perience has taught me that a good por- 
trait, for example, is invariably the re- 
sult of exacting workmanship on the part 
of the photographer; and contrary to 
much confused thinking, it does not 
necessarily depend on the so-called “pho- 
togenic” qualities of the subject. Like- 
wise, Larry O'Reilly, director and cam- 
eraman for this picture, leaned heavily 
on his vast photographic experience to 
show the skill, the mistakes (we all 
make ’em), the laughs, and the heart- 
breaks ... all the ingredients that finally 
add up to that curious phenomenon of 
the twentieth century—the man who sees 
all, knows all, and captures it all on sen- 
sitive film—the photographer! 

In many respects, O’Reilly has man- 
aged a remarkable job of objective re- 
porting that reflects much credit on his 
insight, his purely cinematic approach, 
and his penchant for seemingly insignifi- 
cant detail. Though a few might quarrel 
with things left out (how far can you go 
in seventeen minutes?), the proof of the 
pudding here is what was left in and 
how it tastes. After the last sequence, it 
all adds up and no one will ask for a 
refund. 

The film shows, as a “curtain-raiser,” 
the human interest stuff that happens 
every day in someone’s home in any part 
of the country: the doting father and pre- 
cocious infant that turns its head the 
wrong way at the instant of exposure. 
Good for a laugh and a lesson. Don’t 
shoot until you see the whites of their 
eyes! What picture would be complete 
without family snapshot albums? They’re 
in too. Few people leave their cameras 
at home when they visit New York’s 
Empire State building or Yellowstone 
Park; and city parks, lakes, pigeons, out- 
door skating rinks, and parades are a 
“natural” even for the most casual shut- 
terbug as well as for the guy with four 
cameras and fifteen gadgets weighing 
down his neck and shoulders. 

There’s the city desk of an important 
newspaper, with the harried picture edi- 
tor rummaging through the day’s “takes” 
that will find a spot in the next edition. 
Outstanding amateur news shots that hit 
the front pages are likewise given their 
due—for example, the heroic rescue of 
the clipper Bermuda Queen and the 
Winecoff Hotel fire. Ralph Stein, amateur 
photographer and comic strip artist— 
creator of the “Here’s How” page for 
King Features—uses a variety of cameras 
from reflex to stereo that help in the 









layout of his weekly “funnies.” The role 
his photographs play in his drawings is 
clearly shown in the film. 

Camera club activities come in for a 
fair share of footage, running the gamut 
from picture taking and print making to 
salons, judging, general membership pro- 
cedure, and the obvious benefits of join- 
ing a club. Members fraternize, discuss, 
argue, help one another out in the dark- 
room, and assist in constructive print 
criticism. O’Reilly even recorded the 
glow of satisfaction on the face of a con- 
testant looking at his first “accepted and 
hung” sticker. 

The activities of an important photo- 
graphic school are dealt with in all its 
varied phases: making pictures with nat- 
ural and artificial lighting, developing, 
printing, enlarging, retouching, mount- 
ing, and finishing. Here, ex-servicemen 
and women studying under the govern- 
ment’s GI bill, rub shoulders with high- 
schoolers, businessmen, stenographers, 
and plain home-makers. No prima- 
donnas among them. They work in 
groups, pairs, singly, under the constant 
supervision of experienced teachers who 
know their way around. 

The field trip is thoroughly explored 
and explained in terms of actual par- 
ticipation. A busload of students, teach- 
ers, equipment, and a couple of models 
with dogs hied themselves to the coun- 
try, where they were put through their 
paces by instructors, the movie people, 
and each other. The sky was the abso- 
lute limit and anything went, as long as 
it was authentic stuff. Much use was 
made of outdoor synchro-flash, tinfoil re- 
flectors, carefully recorded exposure data, 
long, medium, and close-up shots. What 
at first looked like an unwanted chore 
for the students who were reluctant to 
miss their precious classes, turned out to 
be a regular field day. They reacted like 
a horse turned loose from the shafts! 

O’Reilly’s candid approach caught a 
few off guard. There is a short sequence 
depicting well-known attitudes struck by 
photographers making up their minds 
about a scene or a pose: the “stroking 
chin” type; the “feet-at-angle-of-90- 
degrees” fellow; the “fingers-running 
through-hair-in-indecision” pose; and the 
always familiar “hand-on-hip” operato 
whose expression reminds us of nothing 
less than our own selves. 

Regardless of a woman’s affection fo: 
her lord and master, a bathroom is fre- 
quently regarded as a sanctum sanctorum 
by the distaff side of the household. As 
a consequence, one hard-working ama 
teur is discovered laboring at darkroom 
chores in the kitchen. After all, a sink is 
a sink; and even a rolling pin is made t 
serve for squeegying glossy prints ont 
the ferrotype tins! Mark that down 
case you get into a jam some day. 

For 16 mm movie fans, the results 0! 
unsteady panning are thrown onto tl! 
screen; also jarred cameras, overexp‘ 
sures, errors caused by parallax, guessed 
distances resulting in blurred, out-o!- 
focus movement, and other pitfalls due 
to lack of attention to elementary rule 
Back in the “still” department are shown 
the results of camera pointed toward the 
sun—without a lens shade; heads inad-

| vertently cut off; photographer’s shadow 
| sprawling across foreground; washed-out, 
| overexposed, and black-as-the-night un- 


derexposed prints. As often as not, the 


| poor photofinisher gets it in the neck for 
| these obvious mistakes. 


For the night-clubbing gentry who dote 
on cheesecake plus, there’s Billy Rose’s 
Diamond Horseshoe for diversion, with 
the usual array of snapshot hounds who 
won't even let Saturday night alone. Just 


| in case you feel like popping off one or 


two in these places, better let discretion 
take the place of valor before you shoot. 
The fellow at the next table to you could 
easily be the manager, and would rather 
you asked for permission first. Usually, 


| the gals on stage don’t mind too much; 


but a patron in his cups is an unpre- 


| dictable factor. 


Equipment and accessory manufac- 
turers show off their workrooms to full 
advantage, as well as the various stages 
of testing and final touches. We are taken 
through camera repair shops, retail 
stores, and selling departments, fore and 
aft. Here it is that American industry, 
genius, and exploitation of a product is 
put to work for the benefit of the con- 
sumer—meaning you and me. It’s inter- 
esting to find out that those little black 
boxes with a lens in front don’t grow on 
trees, but instead are the result of pains- 
taking computation, precision machining, 
and have parts whose tolerances are 
often measured to within a ten-thou- 
sandth of an inch or less. 

After the last shots were made, the 
film had to be prepared for showing. 
First, the entire footage was assembled 
and run through a Movieola. This amaz- 
ing device has a small viewer at one 
side, and by means of an electric motor, 
the uncut film is run through and viewed 
in much the same manner as a screen 
presentation. However, it can be stopped 
at any frame, a cut made where needed, 
and the selected portion fitted into any 
desired part. This is an extremely im- 
portant operation in. all movie making, 
amateur and professional alike, and 
comes under the heading of “editing.” 
Good, indifferent, or no editing at all 
easily spells the difference between a 
successful motion picture and downright 
failure. A movie editor works in much 
the same way as does a composer or ar- 
ranger of music. In the larger sense, he 
is a creator, faced not only with the prob- 
lem of presenting the material in logical 
story-telling form, but also with frequent 
appeals to the emotion or senses that 
either arrest our attention, or expound a 
particular point more forcefully ... to 
give it pace and tempo. 

A good editor usually has the story al- 
ready “cut” in his mind before he gets 
into the cutting room. When shooting is 
finished, he finds before him a mass of 
disorderly footage—thousands of feet 
long—which to the layman would seem 
nonsensical and repetitious. The most 
that can be extracted from this for an 
average “short” is about 1,800 feet. To 
accomplish this, the editor must bear in 
mind many things at once: the basic 
story idea, the key points in it, the best 
“takes” of each scene, and the desired 
technical effects. He also keeps in mind 


ideas for the sound track—such as 
whether certain scenes should carry nar- 
ration, musical effects, accompanying 
sound, off-stage sound, and so forth. 

In fairness to those not familiar with 
movie procedure, it is important to know 
that a director rarely or never shoots the 
picture in the same sequence that a 
writer puts it together. The last scene 
might be shot first, the beginning some- 
where in the middle—all for purposes of 
convenience and time-saving. Oftentimes, 
the director works alongside the editor 
in the cutting room, or makes certain 
suggestions. In making this film on pho- 
tography, O’Reilly and Dave Cooper, his 
editor, worked as team, trimming, polish- 
ing, and bandying their ideas around 
until the final product pleased both. 

As in all these RKO Pathe shorts, the 
music accompanying the picture was spe- 
cially written or arranged by Nathaniel 
Shilkret and played by an orchestra re- 
cruited from the New York Philhar- 
monic, CBS Symphony, and Toscanini’s 
NBC Symphony Orchestra. Top creative 
talent and the ability for changing musi- 
cal moods in an instant are prime neces- 
sities for motion-picture composing . . 
especially these documentaries where the 
short running time is an important factor. 

Music was recorded on a_ separate 
sound track; likewise the voice of the 
commentator; and likewise other sound 
effects. All these various effects—music, 
sound, commentary, off-screen voices and 
sounds—were each recorded on separate 
film, then run simultaneously —in syn- 
chronization—and blended by a special 
“mixer” while in the process of being 
re-recorded onto a single sound track. 
Next, the sound was synchronized with 
the final edited film. At this, the last 
stage, both the silent edited film and the 
master sound track were sent to the labo- 
ratory, and combined by printing both 
together on one piece of film to produce 
the finished picture. 

All this sounds complicated, and it is, 
though not to the technicians who work 
behind the scenes. This particular movie 
is now ready for public showing, and will 
be released to thousands of theaters at 
home and abroad after March Ist, 1948. 

As fascinating as this and other shorts 
produced by RKO Pathe is the story of 
its early Pathe family. Three brothers, 
Charles, Theophile, and Emile, worked 
out a new angle on the Edison cylin- 
drical phonograph, developing the disk- 
type records in use today. Young Charles 
made the first attempts at sound films 
with a camera which he synchronized 
with his phonograph .. . thirty years 
ahead of Hollywood. His first films were 
simple documents of fact: a man sneez- 
ing, a cow being milked, a train roaring 
into a station. But the sound, acoustically 
recorded and reproduced, wasn’t strong 
enough to play to more than a dozen or 
so people who crowded into his father’s 
cafe. His next step was the forerunner 
of another modern idea: the outdoor 
movie billboard. Films were projected 
from a window of the cafe onto a screen 
on the opposite building. Charles also 
made films advertising beer, dry goods, 
and vacation trips, anticipating today’s 
commercial shows by 50 years. Revenue

Pathe Freres was an important French 
national industry; within ten years it had 
spread around the world. 

The background of the director- 
cameraman on this movie, Larry O’Reilly, 
is likewise crammed with enough mate- 
rial to go into a book, with plenty left 
over for one of his own documentaries. 
Unlike the other practitioners who work 
from carefully prepared scripts in mile- 
long studios, the documentary film maker 
goes about his business in fields and fac- 
tories, on battlefields, in burning build- 
ings, and sometimes within umbrella 
range of camera-shy personalities.

This is a history of our hopes and 
struggles as well our pleasures—a 
panorama of toil as well as of ball-games, 
of real people and real places. So at last 
photography has employed its own me-

A Project in 
Costuming 
(Continued from page 55) 


This costume suggests the habit of cer- 
tain religious orders. By reversing the 
elements, so that the patterns would be 
shown, the secular costume of the Mid- 
dle Ages might be suggested. 

Figure 8 is also medieval in its impli- 
cation, though in a more fantastic vein. 
In this case, a small wastebasket served 
as the constructive element. 

Figures 9 and 10 show how a picture 
or costume plate may serve to suggest a 
new arrangement of the elements. Fig- 
ure 9 is sketched from a figure in an 
Italian religious painting. Figure 10, 
though by no means a literal duplication, 
endeavors to carry out the form and 
spirit of the original. To obtain the long 
lines of the drapery, the two aprons were 
joined by pinning along the edges. This 
junction comes at the top of the head in 
Figure 10. The forehead band was se- 
cured by pinning one of the apron strings 
snugly about the brows. 

These few illustrations, of course, can 
only hint at the possible extent of vari- 
ation. Indeed, you could go on combin- 
ing the aprons until you had worn them 
to rags, and never come up twice with 
the same combination. 

I intend no suggestion that you should 
limit yourself to aprons for your own 
experimentation along these lines. They 
were chosen for illustration simply be- 
cause they were conveniently at hand. 

Here are a few other elements that 
you might find more convenient to use. 


1. A pair of curtains with ruffled 
edges. 
2. A pair of translucent shower cur- 


tains.

4. Two luncheon cloths with printed 
borders. 

. Or, for a variation, one luncheon 
cloth with two matching napkins.

The old admonition about “everything 
but the kitchen sink” would seem to ap- 
ply here. On second thought, there ap- 
pears no good reason to exclude the sink 
from consideration. 

But, whatever elements you choose, 
work with them steadily and consistently 
until you begin to appreciate and realize 
their potentialities. Nothing will be 
gained—in fact the whole point of the 
experiment will be lost—if you use too 
many elements or switch too quickly 
from one kind to another. If they prove

cranky and recalcitrant, stick with them, 
for such material usually yields better 
results in the end than that which is too 
flexible and compliant. 

The model in this series was chosen fo1 
her plastic versatility. She suggested no 
particular race or type, but was able to 
wear clothes well and to present the vari- 
ous combinations of elements in an effec- 
tive manner. There has been no partic- 
ular emphasis on the model, or on the 
personality of the model, in these articles, 
since they are primarily a project in cos- 
tuming, and the model is necessarily a 
passive element. 

But in actual practice, the case often 
will be found to be different. Some mod- 
els are definitely stylized. They sug- 
gest, that is, definite types of races, and 
should not be employed outside of their 
own proper categories. 

When the objective is a picture, rather 
than the mere demonstration of costume 
elements, the model’s personality be- 
comes an important factor and must be 
taken into consideration. 

It is entirely appropriate and advisable, 
of course, to indulge in thought and plan- 


ning before a sitting. You may even, 
you are so inclined, make preliminary 
sketches. But be sure you avoid rigid 


preconceptions of what you want to do

And the costume elements also may 
manifest perverse ideas of their own, 
which are not at all in line with your 
own notions. 

So keep yourself open to suggestions 
that may be given to you by the per- 
sonality of the model or by the conforma- 
tion of the costume elements. Be always 
alert to the factor of the accidental. Not 
only be alert to it, but take advantage of 
it. Things may happen with the lights, 
with the model, with the costume ele- 
ments, that are entirely outside your

plan. If they look good, don’t ignore 
them but seize them without delay. And 
after you seize them, diligently follow 
them up; for often these accidents, these 
casual associations of ideas, will prove 
most significant. 

In the actual making of a picture, men- 
tal activity is quite as important as 
mechanical or physical activity with 
lights, costume elements and model. If, 
in the heat of the sitting, you get a sort 
of mental flash or momentary glimpse of 
something in motion or transition, stop 
what you are about and follow through 
with this thing that you have seen or 
sensed; for almost certainly it will lead 
you to your picture. 

Summing up: be alert to everything 
that goes on, mental or physical; but 
above all, do something. Don’t just stand 
and wring your hands. 

A project such as the one we have 
just outlined is not only an entertaining 
experiment, but it can be of great service 
to those interested in the pictorial phases 
of photography. 

In the first place, it offers an escape 
from the mechanical burden of photog- 
raphy—a burden which grows more op- 
pressive as the years go by. Photography 
as a science, and as a technique, has 
grown to be an incredibly complicated 
thing. Colloidal chemistry, mathematics, 
optics, mechanics, and simple manual 
dexterity, are all interwoven into a struc- 












ture complex and wonderful—a man- 
built Demiurge, prodigious and terrifying, 
that has an equation to answer every 
question. In this pedantic and majestic 
Presence, it is amazing that anyone has 
the temerity to click an uninhibited shut- 
ter. 

But in dealing with such a project, we 
find that we can forget chemistry, forget 
optics, forget our camera and its compli- 
cated insides, forget even the mighty 
Presence that stands behind us, and con- 
centrate solely on what goes on in front 
of the camera. 

Such a project also offers an escape 
from the “literal tradition” of photog- 
raphy. For many years, various authori- 
ties have severely admonished us that 
photography is nothing but an ingenious 
means of duplication. In our weaker 
moments, we have been inclined to be- 
lieve it. But when we work with such 
subject matter, we suddenly know it isn’t 
so. For we discover that our most vera- 
cious and effective results are achieved, 
not by strict duplication, but by elision, 
suggestion, and implication—just as in 
any other graphic art.—®

where they formed part of an interna- 
tional exhibition of’cinema books. As the 
American contribution to an international 
retrospective showing of screen master- 
pieces—two from each country—the Mu- 
seum sent: D. W. Griffiths’ Intolerance 
made in 1916 and Warner Brothers’ Casa- 

blanca produced in 1942. 

The Museum also will participate in the 
Biennial Film Festival in Venice, to which 
it will send exhibition material dealing 
with the animated cartoon. The Museum 
has been requested by the State Depart- 
ment to select the non-fiction films which 
are to be entered for prizes in the inter- 
national competition which is part of the 
Festival.

customer as a permanent customer, so 


| don’t handicap your start by having to 


“scratch” a name. A friend of mine re- 
cently provided a perfect example of 
what not to do. Discharged from the 
Navy, he decided he had no time nor 
need to learn more and, having a nice 
and an assured manner, 


of samples of his Navy work. Both jobs 
called for more knowledge than he had. 
Realization of this made him nervous, 
which in turn caused him to botch the 
work, with all the ensuing headaches of 
intensifying or thinning negatives, plus 
two disappointed customers. Being both 
stubborn and basically artistic, he sur- 
vived the experience with multiple scars 
and a determination to do better. He 
next selected the handsomest school 
grounds within easy reach and was given 
permission to take pictures there solely 
for his own amazement. They were beau- 
tiful, the school purchased them and, 
best of all, gave him a contract for more 
work. This put him in exactly the posi- 
tion you must attempt to attain for your- 
self. Once you have established a beach- 
head of confidence and good-will, you can 
even afford a few mistakes with the as- 
surance that the school will be coopera- 
tive if it should be necessary to retake 
some shots. 

Having secured that written or verbal 
contract, your real planning begins. 
Chances are you will be asked to make 
the illustrations for the catalogue, for 
nearly all schools have catalogues and 
change them as frequently as the budget 
will allow. In making these pictures, a 
certain similarity to what has been done 
before, and what has been done by other 
schools, is unavoidable. Students in the 
library, in the dining room, in the science 
lab, or on the athletic field, could be 
students the world over, and it is up to 
your ingenuity to avoid this sameness by 


| clever use of backgrounds, school ban- 
| ners, and other identifying symbols. 


Frequently an otherwise mediocre set 


| of pictures can be saved by a few lucky 


outdoor shots. And I do mean luck, and 
not planning, for no planning in the 
world can equal what nature can do in a 
benign moment when she is willing to 
produce just the right sidelighting on a 
building, with a garnish of clouds to boot. 
The customer always accepts such benef- 
icences as sheer brilliance on your part; 
it is well to encourage this attitude, in 
preparation for the day when everything 
goes wrong. 

Try to plan the indoor pictures for the 
middle of the day, thus avoiding the 
uninteresting overhead sunlight and tak- 
ing advantage of the incomparably better 
outdoor conditions that occur in early 
morning and late afternoon, whether you 
are shooting live models or buildings. 
Speaking of buildings reminds me to 
note at this point that sometimes a “diffi- 
cult” building can be captured by photo- 
graphing an architectural detail that is 
representative of the whole. A new struc- 
ture at Wellesley College, located atop a 


hill and completely surrounded by trees, 
baffled me for two days. The problem 
solved itself very simply when I found 
that the glass entrance door not only re- 
flected the great tower which is a symbol 
of the whole campus; but had above it 
the Wellesley seal. On occasion, schoo] 
authorities will suggest that you avoid 
photographing a certain building as they 
already have more pictures of it than 
they can use. Avoid the suggestion 
would be my answer. If that building 
has been over-photographed, it is eithe: 
because -it has striking qualities or be- 
cause it represents the keynote of the 
campus. In any event, it is worthwhile 
to try to make some unusual shots of it; 
they always sell. 

When a small school is limited in pic 
ture possibilities both as to buildings and 
school activities, it may pay you to make 
inquiries about their annual feature 
events. You may uncover a custom or 
anniversary celebration that will be of 
interest both to the school and outside 
publications. Last spring, for instance, | 
visited Gunston School on the eastern 
shore of Maryland to photograph their 
yearly horse show. Every girl in the 
school rides, whether she owns her own 
steed or not; they must care for and love 
to care for the horses themselves, an 
how they are restrained from taking 
them to class is still a mystery to m 
But the picture outlook was definite), 
discouraging as the show field was far 
from the school buildings, and even 
locate the stables in the background 
would involve shooting directly into the 
sun. Wandering down to the paddock 
a few hours before the show began, I was 
delighted to discover the entire student 
body present, in wildest deshabille, giv- 
ing their exhausted but patient horses 
every variety of beauty treatment. I 
grabbed my camera and went to work, 
and the results made a picture story that 
sold four times. Honesty compels the 
admission that the set would have been 
improved by the addition of an interior 
shot, for in one girl’s room alone I 
counted 14 horses—in etchings, on lamp- 
shades, on pillows, as a lamp base, as 
bookends. Careless oversights are not 
excusable. 

Next let us consider the before-men- 
tioned “human angle” in school photog- 
raphy, because this must always loom as 
a vitally important factor in your success 
or failure. We might assume, for an in- 
stant, that you are Maestro Lens, with 
a pleasant contract to photograph South 
Cupcake Seminary for three days at $15! 
per. For three days all school activities 
cease while you, a temporary tin god 
arrange and rearrange students 
teachers and inanimate objects to pro- 
duce the most pleasing results. The pic- 
tures are spectacularly good, and you 
know the warm glow of achievement. 
The receipt of a check for $450 does the 
glow no harm, and not till about five years 
later do you wonder why South Cup- 
cake hasn’t requested a repeat perform- 
ance. 

Having learned what’s wrong with this 
picture the hard way, it would certainly 
not be presumption on my part to give 
a few answers.

And so it goes, and so go a lot of other- 
wise excellent pictures into the waste- 
basket for lack of planning, human in- 
sight, and diplomacy. In this type of 
photography, a beautiful picture can be- 
come worthless and meaningless if it 
violates one of the school’s tenets, or it is 
made without the cooperation of the de- 
partment head most vitally concerned. 
Try to find the time or make the time, 
either before starting work or as you go 
along, to obtain the friendly interest of 
the various instructors; they frequently 
can give you valuable suggestions. A pe- 
rusal of all available school literature is 
sometimes helpful, too, in analyzing the 
aims and ideals of a particular institu- 
tion, and in discovering just what con- 
stitutes its dissimilarity to every other 
school you have visited. 

There are several methods of charging 
for taking school pictures. Maestro Lens 
chose the one of a flat sum per day 
which to me is least satisfactory. When 
paying in this manner, a school naturally 
will demand as many shots a day as is 
inhumanly possible. This leads to dan- 
gerous haste, carelessness about details, 
and complete exhaustion. Because equip- 
ment must be transported rapidly from 
scene to scene, an assistant gets part of 
the profits. My method of charging in- 
volves betting on my ability to please 
the customer, but acceptance of a fee for 
unsatisfactory work would be bad policy 
anyhow. The school outlines to me what 
pictures they wish taken and pay me an 
agreed rate for each one that is accept- 
able. In addition, I take others that sug- 
gest themselves, some of which are al- 
ways purchased. Finding these “extras” 
is not difficult; the photographer brings a 
fresh viewpoint to the scene and often 
sees what has long since become invisi- 
In this in- 
stance, I have the advantage of using a 


ble to a school’s occupants. 


small camera (Rolleiflex) and so can af- 
ford to take pictures on speculation. 

Which brings us directly to the ques- 
tion of equipment, and about time, too. 

Any didactic statement to the effect 
that of course a Palomino Forty or any 
other camera is the only one suitable for 
making a particular shot does things to 
my hackles. First and most important 
factor is the suitability of the camera to 
you. Are you happy with it, confident 
of it, familiar with its abilities and limi- 
tations . . . does it feel good in your 
hands? If it’s a small camera, you!l 
have to get used to being laughed at, 
and dealing with doubting Thomases. 
Every time I appear on a scene, equipped 
chiefly with a Rollei, there is dire mis- 
trust in the mind of a new customer. 
There is later compensation for this, 
however, for he is usually so relieved 
that my little black box took any pic- 
tures at all that he overestimates their 
virtues. There are two reasons why | 
swear by the Rollei— versatility and 
weight. The Speed Graphic and several 
others are wonderful all-round cameras, 
but their weight make them impractical 
for a woman with no muscles in her 
arms! 

To return to the original point, though, 
I would need the fingers of both hands 
to count the number of photographers 
I’ve seen come a cropper by making a 
bad start in overloading themselves with 
equipment, half of which they not only 
did not know how to use, but would 
never need to use. A good example of 
this occurred last Spring when I was 
making the catalogue pictures for Fort 
Washington Military Academy. I had 
told the superintendent that I would not 
attempt to photograph the huge mess 
hall, but offered to obtain someone 
equipped to do it. Three phone calls 
brought three identical answers from 
three men: each had the equipment but 
had not used it for some time. As it 
would take several hours to get the stuff 
together and in working order, the price 
would have to be high. I finally found 
a man who specialized in interiors and 
who took an excellent picture at a rea- 
sonable rate. But the memory of the 
other three had lasted ever since—those 
three with a heavy investment in equip- 
ment not used in at least a year and 
deteriorating daily, equipment which 
once upon a time they thought they 
could not do without. 

The incident reminds me of my first 
big-time school job at Wellesley College 
some years ago. Impressed with the im- 
portance of taking buildings, sports, and 
general activities in the short period of 
three days, I decided to impress others 
with my professional appearance and al- 


rived at Wellesley loaded down with 
three cameras (including a large view), 
tripod, lights, flash, and anything e!se 
handy or borrowable. This should have 


proved my downfall, and only subse- 
quent events saved me from wasting 
precious hours using unfamiliar para- 
phernalia. The first day it rained, fore- 
ing my already crowded schedule into 
two days; I could only use the time to 
orient myself on the location of build- 
ings. The enormous size of the campus

made travel afoot impossible as in one 
afternoon I was to take five sports, in- 
cluding golf at 2:30 and tennis at 3:00— 
and the course and the courts were a 
mile apart. Although the publicity di- 
rector offered a car, I felt it was impor- 
tant to study each building carefully as 
I came to it, making notes on when the 
light would be best and even photo- 
graphing it at once if possible. A car 
would impede my vision, so I asked to 
borrow a bicycle instead. This was an 
admirable arrangement except for the 
fact that you do not carry a tripod and 
heavy camera on a bicycle—not and re- 
main upright, that is. So Rollei and I 
were forced to sally forth unaided, which 
was the best thing that could have hap- 
pened to me and no doubt greatly re- 
sponsible for my recall to Wellesley sev- 
eral years later. 

Please don’t misinterpret the moral of 
this to mean that I am urging anyone to 
get along with the very minimum of 
equipment. But your purchase of any- 
thing new will prove to be a bad invest- 
ment unless, in your work, you see a 
definite and continuing need for it, and 
you then thoroughly familiarize yourself 
with it before trying it out on the hapless 
customer. Probably an ideal arrangement 
for most people would be to own three 
cameras — one all-purpose camera, one 
suitable for architectural studies, and one 
view type for interiors. You will use 
your flashgun with the first mentioned, 
of course; if you are going to depend on 
single flash for a while, be sure to get one 
that can be used away from the camera 
As for other lights, I suggest you begin 
with three large ones and a couple of 
accessory smaller ones, which should be 
adequate for nearly all the interiors with 
which you'll be called upon to contend 
A few situations may arise when you wil! 
be well advised to remember the word 
“no,” and use it. It is a source of con- 
tinuing surprise to me that the average 
layman believes a person with a camera 
can be all things to all people. It is true 
that in school photography some know!- 
edge of various fields is essential, but 
when you hear those honeyed words, 
“While you're with us, can’t we persuade 
you to make a portrait of our Presi- 
dent?”, then, brother, is the time to re- 
member that this is where you came in. 
No customer will think less of you for 
occasionally admitting defeat, providing 
you give your reasons and offer to ob- 
tain ‘a specialist to help out. 

With that admonition, I'll send you 
forth — when every publicity director's 
thoughts are turning to new pictures and 
new catalogues, and wish you the best 
of luck.

In Defense of Small Prints 

Writing in a recent issue of “Light and 
Shade,” bulletin of Pictorial Photograph- 
ers of America, Edwin Dancy has set 
forth his reasons for preferring that pic- 
torial prints be small in size; and his 
treatment of the matter contains so much 
of controversial interest to camera club- 
bers that we pass along some of the more 
salient points herewith. 

As rated by Mr. Dancy in order of im- 
portance, the reasons for his preference 
are as follows: 1) a gain in what might 
be termed “intimacy”; 2) the spectator’s 
immediate realization of the total effect, 
with attention to details coming later, as 
it should; 3) ease of viewing from nor- 
mal, natural positions, either in the hand 
or on the salon wall; 4) subordination of 
minor distractions in the composition; 
and 5) simplification of technique. Work- 
ing in sizes from 3x4” to 612x812”—and 
successfully, it should be added—Dancy 
is well qualified to defend his position. 
We're not taking sides, of course—but it 
looks to us as if there is considerable 
material for thoughtful discussion here. 
What do you think? Let’s hear what you 
have to say about it. 


Filmers Help Dutch Enthusiast 
to Get Back in the Game 

Upon learning of the sad plight of a 
competent Hollander whose movie-mak- 
ing activity was brought to a halt during 
the war, members of Minneapolis Cine 
Club took immediate and constructive 
steps to rectify matters.

Always full of useful ideas, Ken Pratt, 
of Milton (Mass.) Camera Club, urges 
that clubs throughout the country begin 
to schedule time on the many small ra- 
dio stations and that outlying clubs might 
profit from the use of wire-recordings of 
photographic lectures. 

Austin (Tex.) Camera Club has come 
up with a novel method of entering prints 
in its member salon. First of all, no entry 
blanks, as such, are being used, all per- 
tinent data being inscribed on the back 
of the mount.

This 
article is not planned to be a long song-and-dance about the 
intricacies of involved movie productions, nor will it deal with 
the mechanical operation of your camera—but it will take up 
just down-to-earth rights and wrongs of motion picture cam- 
era technique, simply told and simply illustrated for the aver- 
age amateur. Indeed, by following these basic principles the 
umateur will have in his possession the knowledge to portray 
in motion pictures a better, more complete, and interesting 
story. 
The most important factor in camera technique is that of the 
three basic camera positions—the long shot, the medium shot, 
nd the close-up. Through these camera positions the specta- 
tor is given seven league boots, so to speak, with the three 
asic camera positions and their variations serving as stepping 
tones to guide the viewer through the story, helping him to see

ITH travel restrictions easing 
every day, ships returning into 
service, train schedules improv- 


ing daily and new air routes inaugurated, 
windows of travel agencies are once 
more breaking out in a beautiful rash of 
gayly colored, alluring posters. Romantic 
places are again becoming accessible and 
that old desire to see the world, so pent 
up during the war years for those who 
had to stay at home, can now be relieved 
—at least to some extent. The prewar 
mode of traveling in comfort and luxury 
has a long way yet to go, but you are 


Vendors, beggars, or sightseers add to the human interest in 
your film—don't fail to include them. Here Ray Fernstrom, Holly- 
wood cinematographer, trains his Bolex on a trio of shoeshiners. 
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nevertheless able to pack your camera 
and sail to foreign land to search for new 
vistas, and again litter the highways and 
byways with film wrappers and burned- 
out flashbulbs. [But don’t let me catch 
you in one of these thoughtless littering 
activities.—Ed. ] 

There are many things to consider be- 
fore you start out on that trip. First— 
and of greatest importance—is your selec- 
tion of camera equipment. No one needs 
to be reminded that he who travels light, 
travels farthest. Still, the fact remains 
that he who expects to bring back good 


pictures, should take along sufficient 
equipment to see him through. The 
threadworn excuse “I left the tripod at 
home,” or “I wish I had brought my 
filters” is not doing much for your pic- 
tures when you show them. Select the 
most practical outfit, keep its weight 
down to a minimum, but do not leave 
anything behind that you will regret. 
Last fall I met up with a camera-laden 
Texan shooting scenics in the old pic- 
turesque Montmartre district of Paris 
Two cameras hung from a strap around 
his neck. He said one was for color shots 
the other for black-and-white. As long 
as black-and-white prints can be made 
easily from color transparencies, h¢ 
would have gained more by leaving the 
duplicate camera at home and instead 
bringing a lightweight tripod. 

After you have decided what camera, 


When shooting color film (either movies or stills) in a foreign 
land, check the light with a color temperature meter and use com:

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Add a few aerial sequences if you travel by plane—most air- 
lines encourage the use of cameras, except over military areas.

or cameras, to bring along, make sure 
no essential part of the outfit is left be- 
hind. Three filters, light yellow, deep 
yellow, and light red are sufficient for 
black-and-white. It is a good idea to 
carry a conversion filter, as you will 
never know what type of color film you 
will be able to buy wherever you are go- 
ing. Due to present shortages, anyone 
planning a trip should stock up a reason- 
able amount of film, as it may not always 
be available along your travel route. On 
the other hand, foreign custom inspectors 
do not relish the idea of you bringing in 
what they may term an excess of film 
and other material. If you bring a press 
type camera, take along both sheet-film 
holders and a film-pack adapter for an 
emergency. If you cannot find one type 
of film, you may have better luck with 
the other. 

Protect your camera and your acces- 
sories! A good, sturdy case, lined with 
heavy sponge rubber, is your best pro- 
tection against rough handling, moisture, 
and climatic conditions. A pliofilm bag 
will protect your camera against salt air 
and dust. A piece of optical glass, to fit 
your filter holder, is a good safeguard 


vet up high for general views. This boy shot many interesting 
ockholm views from this balcony.

for your coated lens, when ocean spray 
or mist may strike your camera. Salt 
water is your worst enemy, so be sure 
your equipment is free from every par- 
ticle of it befare putting it away. Lens 
cleaning tissue is a must on any trip, no 
matter what the distance is. At least, 
this is one item which will never be a 
burden to you. 

Do not forget to bring a changing bag! 
Through personal experience I have 
found that loading film magazines in a 
dark and damp cave in a Mexican jungle 
with giant bats buzzing around one’s ears 
is a very uncomfortable way to prepare 
for the next day. And light-leaking hotel 
closets do not improve the quality of your 
negatives either. Shoulder straps for 
carrying convenience is another thing to 
give a thought to. 

For a premium rate of two percent on 
the value of the equipment you can have 
it insured against almost any possible 
kind of damage or loss. A copy of the 
insurance policy listing the manufactur- 
er’s serial numbers is a handy thing to 
have around as proof of ownership and 
when dealing with customs authorities.

Teaching with Filmstrips 


By LYNE 8S. METCALFE 


S A direct result of the widespread 
and successful use of scientific films 
in war-time training, many new subjects 
now are becoming available to schools, 
colleges, nature and wildlife groups, and 
hunting and garden clubs. Along with 
movies, the filmstrip provides material 
for a visualized discussion, in well organ- 
ized form, of any science topic. 
The photographs illustrated are part of 
a series dealing with birds. Six filmstrips 
comprise the series, with a total of 429 
pictures. Under the general heading of 
birds, the six filmstrips deal with the fol- 
lowing subjects: the structure of birds,

The material of each 
film should be organized into several les- 
sons with questions in the context to 
establish an attitude of inquiry.

Your audience is able to see only what 
the camera sees. It is vital, then, to first 
shoot enough of the surroundings to 
inform the viewer what he is looking at. 
This orienting or establishing of the au- 
dience is achieved through the long shot. 
It will be a far-away scene in which the 
action that follows is taking place. There 
is no set camera-to-subject distance for 
the long shot, or any of the basic shots, 
since this is dependent upon the size of 
the subject being photographed and the 
focal length of the lens. It is only neces- 
sary to be back far enough from the sub- 
ject to establish clearly in the spectator’s 
mind the general locale. For example, 
if you were shooting a long shot of a 
building, you might have to be three o1

four blocks away, whereas, in shooting 
a long shot of the doorway to the build- 
ing, it might be necessary to be back 
only thirty to fifty feet. 

Now, through the use of the other 
camera positions, the medium shot and 
close-up, which serve as further step- 
ping-stones, the spectator is guided closer 
to the main point of interest. 

Avoid a sudden transition from long 
shot to close-up because the spectator 
will not have seen enough in the long 
shot to be prepared for such a quick 
change in image size, which without the 
medium shot, would result in an illusion 
of the scene jumping out at the audience. 

The medium shot serves as a bridge 
between the long shot and the close-up. 
Here again, there is no set distance from 
camera to subject in the medium shot. 
Its position, too, is relative to the size of 
the subject, just as in the long shot. The 
camera is moved in approximately half 
the distance from where the long shot 
was made and where the close-up is to 
be made. This medium shot centralizes 
the point of interest and eliminates much 
of the surrounding area shown in the 
long shot. By making the medium shot 
about half way between the long shot 
and close-up, the changes in image size 
on the screen will be in proportion to 
each other. If proportionate distances are 
not fairly equal, the out-of-proportio 
changes in image size between the long 
shot and medium shot, or the medium 
shot and close-up, will result in an un- 
even portrayal of subject matter.

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interest that you have been working to- 
ward in the long shot and medium shot. 
All unimportant details are eliminated 
and here the spectator is given an un- 
obstructed close view of the subject. And, 
as in the case of the long shot and me- 
dium shot, the distance from camera to 
subject is relative to the size of the sub- 
ject. An entire building could be con- 
sidered a close-up if the long shot was 
an over-all shot of a town or city, and 
the medium shot a proportionate section 
of the town. On the other hand, an over- 
all scene of your garden would be con- 
sidered the long shot, a section of it 
would be the medium shot, and an in- 
dividual plant would be the close-up. 

These basic camera positions form the 
groundwork upon which motion picture 
photography is based. In time you will 
develop an instinctive habit for its appli- 
cation every time you operate your cam- 
era, regardless of the subject. 

To establish a mood or general location 
for a story, an extreme long shot can be 
employed. This is an opening over-all 
scene in which the audience is first in- 
troduced to the picture that follows. An 
opening scene of the Eiffel Tower would 
immediately tell the spectator that the 
following views of a city would be in 
Paris. Or, a harbor scene with the fa- 
miliar New York skyline in the back- 
ground would leave no doubt that any 
following action occurs in New York. 

Now that you have the fundamental 
knowledge of long shot, medium shot 
and close-up in mind, the subject of cam- 
era angles enters. Camera angle changes 
go hand in hand with long shot, medium 
shot and close-up. In making the transi- 
tion between camera positions, move the 
camera in to the proper distance, but 
also move it either to right or left of the 
preceding position so that it will not be 
in direct line with the subject. 

By changing angles, scenes take on a 
fluid smoothness on the screen, whereas, 
a‘scene shot in a direct line with the 
preceding scene will create an apparent 
“jump” when the two scenes are spliced 
together and projected. 

In achieving the change of angle, it is 
necessary for the cameraman to think 
ahead a few scenes and plan them so 
that the angle changes will be most ad- 
vantageous for an interesting and under- 
standable presentation of the picture. 

Higher or lower camera angles are de- 
sirable also, and often, when only a slight 
angle change can be made to either 
side of the previous camera position, the 
higher or lower angle serves just as well. 

Too great an angle change should be 
avoided since the spectator cannot orient 
himself soon enough in relation to the 
action taking place in the previous scene. 
In general, an angle change of greater 
than ninety degrees will tend to “lose” 
the spectator, whereas, angle changes 
from fifteen degrees to sixty degrees are 
more desirable. 

The question of using different focal 
length lenses to achieve long shots, me- 
dium shots, and close-ups will arise with 
the discussion of camera angle changes. 

While it is quite acceptable to shoot a 
long shot with a wide-angle lens, a me- 
dium shot with a normal lens, and a 











close-up with a telephoto lens—all from 
the same camera position—such a pro- 
cedure must be handled quite carefully 
or it may result in an undesirable “jump” 
on the screen. Such a transition can be 
made more palatable by fading out one 
scene and fading in the following scene 
made with a longer focal length lens... . 
or by lap-dissolving from one scene to 
the other (a simultaneous fading-out of 
one scene and a fading-in of the next). 
A change of camera angle, however,

probably will improve the smoothness of 
even these transitions. 

Don’t spoil the fruit of your endeavors 
by filming unsteady scenes with a hand- 
held camera. This invariably stamps a 
film as amateurish. Use a tripod when- 
ever possible or, as an alternate measure, 
employ a unipod, or steady the camera 
against some solid object—post, tree, 
rock, building, or fence. 

The next time you go to your neigh- 
borhood movies, plan to watch the pic- 
ture from the standpoint of camera posi- 
tions and angle changes. Do not allow 
yourself to become too engrossed in the 
story itself, but observe the constant use 
of long shot, medium shot, and close-up. 

The amateur is writer, director, cam- 
eraman, cutter, and editor, all in one. 
Therefore, too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on thinking always in terms 0! 
long shot, medium shot, close-up, 2n¢

Photosensitive Glass 


T A temperature of 400 F paper 
burns and lead melts, but glass re- 
mains unchanged. In concentrated nitric 
acid ordinary photographic emulsions 
dissolve quickly, but a photograph in 
glass emerges un- 
touched. These 
and other tests 
equally severe 
vividly highlight 
the advantages of 
photosensitive 
glass, a new de- 
velopment of the 
Corning Glass 
Works research 
laboratories. 
Unlike conven- 
tional photo- 
graphic materials, 
the glass is sensi- 
tized, not by a 
surface emulsion 
coating, but by a 
process during the 
initial mixing of 
the batch, which 
distributes the sensitivity throughout the 
entire thickness of the sheet. Because of 
this, images are recorded not merely on 
the surface, but literally in the glass. 
After processing, the glass can be sub- 
jected to any of the ordinary glass-mak- 
ing techniques such as drawing, rolling, 
blowing, or pressing without effect on its 
photosensitivity. The only extra precau- 
tion necessary is from ultra-violet rays. 
The usual two steps—exposure and 
development—are employed to fix an 
image in the glass, but the technique dif- 
fers radically from paper printing. The 
light source for printing—by contact 
with a glass or film negative—is in the 
300- to 350-mu band of the ultraviolet 
region, making some commercial sun 
lamps suitable for the job; an exposure 
of approximately ten minutes is required 
when the lamp is at a distance of nine 
inches. An increase in exposure time in- 
tensifies the print by increasing the depth 
to which the sensitized glass is affected. 
As an illustration of this, the accompany- 
ing picture shows two views of a block

of glass that was exposed for seven pro- 
gressively longer intervals. 

No trays or solutions are needed for 
developing. Instead, the exposed glass is 
placed in a furnace and heated to 550 C 
to bring out the image. Time of develop- 
ment varies from five minutes to an hour, 
depending upon the glass composition 
and the effect desired. As in emulsion 
development, depth of penetration and 
color, within limits, can be controlled by 
varying the time of exposure and/or 
time of development. A latitude of 100 
degrees C is allowed, development taking 
place faster at a higher temperature. 

The finished picture displays excep- 
tional fidelity and compares favorably 
with the usual processes of emulsion 
photography. The unexposed borders re- 
main clear and transparent, so that the 
picture comes from the developing oven 
complete with frame. There is no curl- 
ing, warping, oystering, etc., to worry 
about. 

Probably the most important feature 
of photosensitive glass is its resistance 
to abnormal wear and tear, short of ac- 
tual breakage. Fingerprints disappear by 
evaporation at the developing tempera- 
ture, and water stains, dirt from old de- 
veloper, and similar annoying flaws 
never appear, because no liquids are 
employed. Atmospheric and temperature 
changes are similarly ineffective due to 
the chemical inertness of glass. In ex- 
tensive tests conducted by the Corning 
laboratories it was found that a devel- 
oped glass print would withstand tem- 
peratures as high as 400 F, when ordi- 
nary paper prints burn to an unrecog- 
nizable ash and even lead blocks melt. 

The specialized equipment needed fo: 
printing and developing photosensitive 
glass may seem out of the range of the 
amateur at first glance, but the process 
actually is feasible, especially for groups 
who jointly purchase the. equipment 
necessary. While commercial applica- 
tions are likely to come first, because of 
the special equipment required and th: 
specific qualities of the end result, un- 
doubtedly amateurs also find use for this 
fascinating photographic material.

PEABODY AWARD RECEIVED BY 
PHILADELPHIA PHOTOGRAPHER 

The initial Stuyvesant Peabody Memo- 
rial Award, conferred annually by the 
Photographic Society of America for out 
standing work in and service to pictorial- 
ism, has been presented to John R 
Hogan, Philadelphia, Pa. The award. 
conferred for the first time this year, was 
established by Patrick Peabody, of San 
Jose, Calif., in remembrance of his father, 
the late Stuyvesant Peabody, of Chicago, 
Ill., a Fellow and vice-president of the 
Society, as a perpetual memorial. The 
recipient receives a medal, and his name 
is engraved upon a plaque at PSA Head- 
quarters.

Planning a Trip 
Abroad? 


(Continued from page 119) 


Cameras of foreign origin should by all 
means be registered with the U. S. Cus- 
tom Office at the port of departure before 
leaving the United States, unless you 
want to run the risk of having to pay 
import duty on them on your return. In 
some countries you are required to de- 
clare your photographic equipment, and 
to have it designated duty free; you are 
expected to show the same inventory 
when leaving the country. 

Very few restrictions are imposed on 
the tourist in the majority of foreign 
nations as far as picture-taking is con- 
cerned. As a rule I never ask anyone for 
permission to make a picture. The idea 
is to act sure, take the picture—and then 
wait for the reaction, provided you are 
not doing your shooting around military 
zones. Then the military might decide to 
do the “shooting.” Here at home one is 
seldom allowed to carry a camera into 
any museum. At the Louvre Museum in 
Paris I not only brought my camera 
along, but with a false air of authority 
commenced shooting pictures of the fa- 
mous old masterpieces right and left. 
Imagine my surprise when one of the 
uniformed attendants walked up to me 
and very politely offered to dispose of 
the used flashbulbs for me! Flying from 
one country to another, you are told 
that your cameras will be locked up 
until you arrive at your destination. I 
didn’t find anyone carrying out those 
orders. 

With a tactful approach you should be 
able to photograph most people, as long 
as they are not caught in any unflatter- 
ing situation. In Stockholm, Sweden, 
most people consider it a compliment that 
you should want a picture of them. They 
are so proud of the fact that their city is 
one of the most modern in the world, that 
they will not only suggest from where 
you can get the best views, but they will 
even give you a helping hand, if your 
equipment is heavy. (Before the war, 
many camera-toting Japanese visitors— 
the same familiar figures we encoun- 
tered over here—made their tours of the 
Swedish match factories, steel mills, etc. 
They went hog wild when they found no 
one objecting to their snapshooting or- 
gies, as the diplomatic Swedes did not 
choose to offend their distinguished 
guests. But walking through a special 
exit, the Japanese were unaware of the 
fact that their cameras were subjected 
to an invisible bombardment of X ray, 
destroying everything on their films.) 

If you are contemplating a trip to some 
tropical countries, order your film in 
tropical packing, guarding it against heat 
and humidity, which not only ruins your 
exposed film, but also has a deteriorating 
effect on the unexposed emulsion. Once 
you arrive there, you will find that all 
film sold already is tropically packed. 
Unless special precautions are taken to 
dehydrate, or desiccate, the film before- 
hand, never tape or reseal exposed film 
in tropical packings. Cameras, magazines, 
or holders should never be loaded until 


the day you intend to use them. Be care- 
ful with perspiring hands when you load! 
Lenses, filters, and exposure meters can 
be ruined easily by heat and direct sun- 
light, so be always on your guard. If you 
are going for a prolonged stay, write to 
the Sales Service Division, Eastman Ko- 
dak Co., Rochester 4, N. Y., for their 
instruction booklet on tropical packing, 
storage, handling and care of films, and 
on the preparation and care of the pho- 
tographic equipment.

Store both cameras and film at 
the outdoor temperature as a protection 
against condensation. Extreme cold will 
not spoil your film, except for the danger 
of becoming brittle enough to break at 
the slightest creasing. Beside breaking, 
film becomes sharp as a razor blade. On 
a motion picture trek into Arctic Lapland 
some years ago, I had to load film with 
fingers frozen numb, and came out of 
the frigid darkroom with my hands 
bleeding. Naturally I was kidded without 
mercy by my assistant about using “cut 
film.” 

There is no place where light is so de- 
ceiving as in the Arctics, so do not trust 
your eyes. Use your meter carefully for 
every take, and if feasible develop tests. 
For snow pictures always use a lens 
shade. 

Prepare against the day when you may 
have to buy foreign made film, where the 
speed rating system is different from 
what you have been accustomed to at 
home. This magazine has published from 
time to time tables showing the compari- 
son between various systems, but to sim- 
plify it even more, I will give you here 
only a few comparisons of the ones you 
are most likely to encounter, which you 
can paste into your camera case. An 
ASA exposure index of 10 would be 24 in 
European Scheiner and 11/10 in Din De- 
grees. ASA 50 would be 31 European 
Scheiner and 18/10 Din Degrees. ASA 
100 equals 34 European Scheiner which 
equals 21/10 Din Degrees. Any inter- 
mediate speed can be figured out by com- 
parison. It is not a bad idea to stick the 
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imple little printed exposure guide into 
your camera case, just in case your ex- 


posure meter should be lost or damaged 
on the trip, and you are afraid to trust 


‘our own guess work. 
When you go on that trip of yours, 


bring back plenty of pictures. Anything 


hat you stop for, and walk up to for a 
closer view, is worth recording with your 
camera. If you can afford to spend hun- 
reds, perhaps thousands of dollars on a 
trip abroad, you certainly cannot be 
tingy about the cost of film. If you 
land in a strange city and do not know 
what or where the main attractions are, 
just step into a stationery store or a news 
stand and have a look at the post cards. 
Keep in mind that those pictures were 
taken by local photographers who know 
their city well. I do not suggest that 
you copy their work—then you might 
just as well buy the post card and let it 
go at that—but merely to find the chief 











attractions without wasting too much | 


time, 

Broad, general views of city streets, 
plazas, and buildings are satisfactory, but 
do not neglect that human touch. After 
stopping for a view of a South American 
market place, for instance, your interest 
soon draws you among the little shops and 
cluttered-up stalls, to examine the vari- 
ous articles, to watch the Latin customs 
in buying and haggling, to study the 
native types gathered around bright pot- 
tery and exquisite fabrics. If such things 
interest you, do not fold up your camera 
after a long shot “from the threshold,” so 
to speak. Move in for a descriptive close- 
up of all the fascinating things that meet 
your eye. If you are interested in peo- 
ple, try to induce them to let you take an 
honest-to-goodness close-up of them. And 
for the sake of the next traveling photog- 
rapher, if you promise a person a print 
by all means keep your word! If an in- 

ividual is gracious enough to pose for 
you, do not disappoint him. 

A picture record of your travels, 
whether they are stills or motion pic- 
tures, is like coming back to it and living 
it all over again. Do not come back wish- 
ing you had taken more than you did.

HE photographic literature is full 

of good advice for the aspiring 
amateur photographer, and like most 
good advice, it is quite liberally dis- 
regarded. One frequently repeated warn- 
ing is against blaming your present 
camera for your own deficiencies and 
dashing off to a favorite camera store 
with the idea that the next camera is 
going to be the one which will make per- 
fect pictures. There are several ways of 
looking at this. I would like to take 
three points in favor of camera swapping 
and illustrate them from personal ex- 
perience. These three points are: 1. 
Camera swapping can be a lot of fun. 
2. You can learn a lot about different 
types of equipment, their advantages and 
disadvantages, their capabilities and lim- 
itations. 3. You might actually find a 
camera that you like and which will do 
all that you expect of it. 

The story part of this discussion starts 
with a 214x314 roll-film Kodak which had 
served me quite well while photography 
was secondary to other interests, more 
particularly, sailing. A visit to a camera 
store to purchase a barometer for the 
boat led to a chat with the clerk and the 
examination of some rather tempting 
cameras. The first swap came a few days 
later to an Icarette L, a 214x314 roll-film 
camera with a Tessar lens, a Compur 
shutter, double extension bellows, wire 
frame direct viewfinder and a certain 
other feature which looked innocent 
enough at the time, but which led to the 
next swap in about six weeks. That other 
feature was a panel in the back which 
could be removed so that groundglass 
back, film-pack adapter, and sheet-film 
holders could be used. I quickly discov- 
ered the fascination of the groundglass 
image, and that was the end for roll film 
in that camera. I soon realized that the 
round bulges on the ends of the camera 
were useless to me. The camera would 
not go into its case with the groundglass 
back in place, and on top of all of that, 
I wanted a larger groundglass image. 

Out of this next swap I got a Zeiss Ikon 
Trona, a camera somewhat like the last 
except that it was for packs or holders 
only and was 314x414 in size. This was 
an excellent outfit, quite capable and the 
most compact camera in that size that I 
have ever seen. Much was learned about 
camera operation and many excellent 
pictures were made with it. It might 
have lasted for quite a while except for 
two things: it met with an accident 
which bent the front out of alignment, 
and about the same time a camera store 
displayed a Plaubel camera with an f/2.9 
Anticomar lens. Another swap followed. 
This camera was not the Makina by the 
same maker which was evidently an ex- 
cellent piece of equipment. The one that 
I had took 9x12-cm packs and 314x414

holders and must have been the black 
sheep of the family. It had some of the 
finest workmanship that I have seen in 
a camera of its type, and some of the 
worst. I have never been able to under- 
stand why it had such a high rising front 
and a lens that would not cover the film 
out to the corners, even when it was cen- 
tered squarely in front of it. After about 
six months of effort to get one clear, 
sharp picture out of that big lens, I gave 
up. I did not even have the next camera 
in mind when I traded that one. 

This time I was lucky. There was 
available a good used Zeiss Ikon Ideal B 
with all of the good points that I have 
listed for the Trona plus some more of 
its own such as groundglass back and 
holders which clamped on instead of slid- 
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A good print from an old negative made 
with an Icarette B which the author traded 
in before giving it a thorough test period. 


ing in grooves, a readily removable lens 
and shutter which has ever since served 
on the enlarger as well as the camera, 
and a swing back which has often turned 
out to be quite handy. I had reached 
point number three of those listed in the 
opening paragraph. I had a camera that 
I liked, one that did all that I expected 
of it. I had a lot of fun and learned 
something about several cameras, but I 
still use the Ideal B eighteen years later. 

The situation was a bit different in the 
case of another series of swaps for a 
camera to fulfill a different purpose. I 
wanted a light and handy camera for 
certain specific purposes such as travel- 
ing, for fooling around on such projects 
as did not appear to justify the cost oi 
the film for the larger camera, and one 
that I could have with me at odd times 
just in case something turned up unex- 
pectedly. The first of this series was an 
Icarette B, a 214x2%4 roll-film camera 
with a 3-inch Tessar in a Compur shut- 
ter. I used it a while and because I did 
not seem able to get the results that I 
had expected, I turned it in. I realize 
now that was a mistake; the fault was 
mine and not the camera’s. I did not 
stay with it iong enough to learn to han- 
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lle the situation, and I have often re- 
sretted it since. I still have the nega- 
tives which it made, and I have no trou- 
ble getting acceptable prints from them 
ioday. An example is given at the head 
of this discussion. After that I had two 
little cameras using 4.5x6-cm. sheet film 
and packs and two taking 2%x3%4. The 
final camera satisfies most of the require- 
ments so long as pack film is available, 


but I still think about that little Icarette | 


that I sold down the river undeservedly. 

On this second series of swaps I had a 
lot of fun, learned something about cam- 
eras and ended up with one which served 
my purposes. After all, those are the 
important benefits to be derived from 
camera swapping. If more photograph- 
ers would go so far and then stop, more 
good pictures would result. Too many 
are like myself with the Icarette B; they 
blame every camera for their own de- 
ficiencies and never do settle down with 
a good camera and learn to use it. Trad- 
ing and collecting cameras assumes an 
exaggerated 
though even the most depraved collector 
would probably admit that cameras were 
really intended to take part in the mak- 
ing of photographs, and that the end re- 
sult in the form of a print or color slide 
is what really counts. 

The beneficial aspect of swapping, how- 
ever, can certainly account for a fair pro- 
portion of the trade-ins on the shelves 
and in the show cases. For the new- 
comer to the hobby this is quite neces- 
sary, for he has a lot to learn about the 
suitability of certain types of cameras for 
certain uses. I have always advised such 
beginners to start off as inexpensively as 
possible since invariably the first three 
cameras are afl wrong and must be 
traded in at a financial loss on each 
transaction. Eventually he discovers the 
type of work in which he is most inter- 
ested and acquires experience enough to 
choose the camera best adapted to do 
that work. Then too, in normal times, 
there are developments and 
ments. New cameras come on the mar- 
ket from time to time and trading in the 
old one on the new is almost in the same 
class as trading in an old car for a newer 
m del. 

Now that new postwar equipment is 
finally showing up on the store shelves, 

re is going to be a rush to trade in

THE HOUSE THAT 
PHOTOGRAPHY BUILT

ANY an amateur photographer, 
shuffling in the bottom of a dresser 
drawer for a lost print, or finding a 
precious negative stored away on a dusty 
shelf in the kitchen, has dreamed of hav- 
ing a room all to 
and his 
hobby. Few of 
these dreams 
come true, but the 
harried dreamer 
will be happy to 
know that at least 
one amateur has 
acquired, not only 
a room, but a 
complete house 
for his rapidly expanding collection of 
prints. 
The lucky man is Lewis Fox, 
Worth, Texas, who built the

Albums and mounted prints fill every 
available inch of space inside the house— 
the collection totalling 15,000 pictures! 





1938 when his travel pictures began to 
overflow into the kitchen and bedroom 
in alarming numbers. Since then, the 
14x32-foot Hobby House has become a 
minor landmark in Fort Worth and is 
visited by hundreds of people yearly. 
Mr. Fox’s collection of 15,000 pictures is 
the result of many years of travel within 
the United States and Cuba and the work 
of an ever-present Contax. The photo- 
graphs, blown up to post card size from 
35 mm negatives, are mounted in a series 
of orderly, well-catalogued albums which 
are cross-indexed by a file system, mak- 
ing it easy for a visitor to find any par- 
ticular subject or picture of any place he 
wants, 

The albums are captioned in a catchy 
style, frequently humorous, which adds 
zest to the display of pictures. For extra 
clarity, maps are included to locate places

All the shots were taken with his 
Contax, which he carries wherever he goes. 
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not easily recognized. Visitors who are 
planning trips often find this helpful in 
selecting their own routes. 

Typical of the collection is the “Way 
Out West” series that includes places 
like the Grand Canyon, San Francisco, 
Reno, Portland, Seattle, and others. Mr. 
Fox also has traveled widely in the 
South, photographing along the way the 
cities of Nashville, Natchez, Vicksburg, 
and the “Old Kentucky Home” where he 
himself was born. Probably his largest 
album, however, is the New York book, 
a record of each of the many trips he 
has made to the east coast, both on busi- 
ness and pleasure. 

Travel is not Mr. Fox’s only subject. 
Like everybody else he goes to movies 
and plays, but unlike most people in the 
audience, he usually brings away a per- 
manent reminder of the show in his 
camera. To date he has filled two vol- 
umes with pictures from movies, plays, 
exhibitions, and centennials, all shot dur- 
ing the actual performances. Newsreels 
are his favorites, and his technique of 
catching famous faces has developed to 
such a fine point that they are frequently 
mistaken for on-the-spot photographs of 
celebrities. 

An addition to the albums, many of 
Mr. Fox’s favorite prints have been 
blown up and mounted, until the walls 
of the little Hobby House take on the 
appearance of a photomural. This effect, 
of course, greatly increases the marked 
resemblance to a photographer’s dream 
come true. 

Negatives receive the same orderly 
care also. They are kept under a sepa- 
rate system of filing, each roll being 
stored in the original aluminum con- 
tainer and labeled with a code number. 
The numbers correspond with the prints 
in the albums to give Mr. Fox quick ac- 
cess to the negative when he needs an 

xtra print of a particular scene. There 
are never any lost negatives in his Hobby 
House. 

As president of the Tarrant County 
Building and Loan Association, Mr. Fox 
finds himself a busy man, but his hobby 
continues to grow in spite of this. He 
lays no claim to being a photographer 
who makes pictures for exhibition, in 
spite of the fact that his Hobby House 
is practically a one-man salon; instead 
he offers his pictures merely as an inter- 
esting record of his travels and experi- 
ences. However, visitors who come 
merely to plan a vacation with the help 
of his pictures frequently stay for hours, 
engrossed in the pages of the many 
albums. 

A trip to Europe (before he became a 
camera fan) convinced Mr. Fox that post 

rds were poor substitutes for a cam- 
era in hand, and not long afterward he 

ought and learned to use one. He has 
never been without it since. 

Today, that camera and the house that 
t built are Mr. Fox’s trademarks in Fort 
Worth. The Hobby House has attracted 
both amateur ‘and professional photog- 
raphers, and it is probably best described 
by the nationally famous Harrison For- 
man, who said, “I have seen better pic- 
tures, Mr, Fox, but I have never seen 
them better displayed.”—fe

eminiscences of a 
ews Photographer

ing on a railroad right-of-way, took 
me back along memory’s trail to the 
smoking days of flash powder and flares. 
Recollections did not include the Brady 
era, but were of a period ending some 
twenty-odd years ago, before introduction 


R neon sight of a signal flare, burn- 


| of the photo flashbulb and when news- 


paper photographers were identified by 
burned powder ash on their coat collars 
and lapels. 

Old timers, many of whom still are 
drawing assignments, may consider that 
period dull, but for the younger crop of 
bulb popping potentials these yarns may 
hold some interest. 

Previous to World War I, during which 
I served with the Photographic Division, 
Signal Corps in France and Germany, 
my apprenticeship was served on the old 
St. Paul Pioneer Press and Dispatch. My 
initial experience with “speed guns” was 
gained at that time. 

From a local hock shop we purchased a 
small Ernaman camera having a front 
shutter speed of 1/250. This was hooked 
up and synchronized—as well as possible 
—with an Imp gun, a powder burning in- 
strument detonated by cap and tripping 
the shutter by pneumatic pressure. It 
always worked fine during tests. 

My first assignment calling for use of 
this new implement of photographic art 
was coverage of the Mike Gibbons-Billy 
Wells middleweight fight at St. Paul audi- 
torium. When the bout started, my Imp 
was well filled with fast powder and I 
sweat out half of the first round while the 
fighters maneuvered into range. Then I 
fired the shot, or, perhaps I should say 
blast. Both fighters and spectators were 
blinded by the flash and I became the ob- 
ject of 8,000 boos with many unkind sug- 
gestions filling the air. 

Tommy Gibbons, Mike’s brother and a 
coming heavyweight, bolted to my side of 
the ring, lifted me bodily from my seat 
and we started for the exit. It certainly 
looked like the bum’s rush for me until 
Ed Hoskins, my paper’s sports editor, in- 
tervened. What he said to Tommy was 
drowned out by the roar of spectators, 
but the iron grip on my coat collar re- 
laxed and I returned to my seat. Of 
course, I did not attempt another flash 
during the bout. 

Mike Gibbons came to the office next 
morning, stating that he could have been 
knocked “for a row” at any time following 
the flash. He won the fight and my pic- 
ture was a success, but it was the first and 
last time a powder flash was used during 
a bout in the auditorium. 

During the war, I used a great many 
signal flares for night shots in strong 





wind, when powder would not stay on the 
tray. Returning to the PP. & D. as staff 
photographer, an order was placed for 
thirty second, one and two minute flares. 
These were most useful for night fires 
when smoke volume hid the flames . 

if any. I corrected this smoke nuisance, 
photographically, by placing several two- 
minute flares at strategic points, thereby 
creating a much more spectacular fire pic- 
ture. Following publication of one photo, 
in the making of which I outdid an artist’s 
conception of the Chicago fire, a smoke 
eater asked me: “Where in hell did you 
find all the fire?” Perhaps he would still 
like to know. 

In 1926 I joined the N.Y. Times photo 
staff and next year was transferred to the 
Wide World bureau, Washington, D.C. 
Some time later we received our first 
shipment of the new flashbulbs. 

With the bulbs came a request for new 
pictures of Major General Summerall, re- 
cently appointed Army Chief of Staff. On 
the way to his office in the War depart- 
ment I met an International photographer 
returning from the same assignment. 


Earl Evans tells of early news photog- 
raphy before introduction of flashbulbs. 


“Better have some bulbs,” he said, “the 
General thinks they’re swell.” 

The General was sincerely impressed 
with advantages of the bulbs and spoke ot 
them in glowing terms while I adjusted 
my outfit. He picked up a pen, striking 
the pose of signing a document. I pushed 
the button and BANG! The Chief of 
Staff was first to recover from shock and 
said: “Well, maybe flash powder was not 
so bad after all.” I made my exit while 
he combed the glass from his hair. 
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At his first press conference, during his 
initial term of office, President Roosevelt 
witnessed my most embarrassing moment. 
The executive office was filled with regu- 
lar and visiting correspondents and I 
stood on a chair next the wall. I was 
using a Hipwell-pneumatic-twin spread 
speed gun and when the Chief beamed his 
famous smile I pressed the release. Both 
bulbs exploded and all attending the first 
press conference carried away a glass sou- 
venir. Lady luck favored me again with 
a good negative. 

This embarrassing and dangerous situa- 
tion was relieved when a non-shatter 
coating was brought into use.

of film to a mechanic and went aloft in 
one of the planes. When he got back 
down he started searching for the me- 


chanic, who couldn’t be found. Carl 
asked everyone in sight if they had seen 
any little rolls of film, implementing his 
French by describing the rolls with his 
fingers. 

Finally a man repeated Carl’s graphic 
description of the little rolls with his 
own hands, and said: “Little films? Small, 
like this? Ah, no, but there was some- 
one with big films, like this... .” And 
the man stretched out his arms wide 
apart—about the length of a twelve ex- 
posure roll. 

Capa, bored as usual with photography, 
once thought he’d like to be a movie

director. So he went around in places 
like the Stork Club and “21” and dropped 
hints about what a great movie director 
he was. Finally a producer met him in 
a night club, slapped him on the back, 
and said: “Capa, do you know that 
you're one of the world’s greatest movie 
producers?” 

‘After months in Hollywood, drawing 
his weekly check and losing it back to 
the producers in card games—and suffer- 
ing other forms of spiritual frustration— 
Capa wound up doing a small part in a 
movie. He was to open a door, step out, 
and speak his lines. But on retake after 
retake, the director would explode 
“Capa, you blew your lines.” 

After dozens of tries, Capa got his cue 
and just didn’t open the door. The cue 
was repeated. Still he stood. The direc- 
tor strode over, threw open the door, and 
bellowed, “Capa, what’s the matter with 
you?” “I blew my door,” Capa said. 

Back in New York, Capa sold the 
March of Time on the idea that, with all 
of his Hollywood experience, he was just 
the man to direct some of their films. 

This took him to Turkey, and quickly 
back to New York where again he was 
bored. Over pick-me-ups one morning, 
he and John Steinbeck planned a trip to 
Russia. Before Capa got around to secu! 
ing cameras and film, they were in Stock- 
holm. There Karl W. Gullers [An article 
by Gullers appears on pages 48-49, this 
issue.—Ed.] fixed him up with what he 
needed, and Capa flew to Leningrad. 
Capa got all of his undeclared equipment 
through the “iron curtain” by a very sim- 
ple process. Every time the customs in-

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spector opened a bag and pointed to the 
contents, he asked “Nu?” Capa replied 
“Da!”—or Yes, the one word he knew. 
There was no trouble taking pictures 
in Russia, Capa said. Almost every time 
he had his camera out, a cop would turn 
up. The cop and his interpreter would 
engage in a long harangue, while Capa 
went on making pictures. The one place 
he was not allowed to photograph was 
1 factory in Stalingrad, where bullets 
and shrapnel were still imbedded in the 
walls, and production was going on al-

though the plant had not yet been com- 
pletely rebuilt. The workers had been in 
the plant before the war, had dropped 
their work to fight off the Germans, and 
now were back at their benches.

But it was no 
go. People in Stalingrad could not forget

When Capa and Steinbeck were ready 
to leave Russia, all of the negatives had 
to be submitted for censorship. They 
were returned as Capa was boarding the 
plane for Paris—the sealed box not to 
be opened until they landed. Not know- 
ing whether all the films were there, or 
only half of them, or whether the box 
was merely stuffed with paper, Capa 
Spent a nervous eight hours. He would 
Shake the box to see if it “sounded” like 
negatives, and keep hefting it and trying 
to remember how much the negatives 
had weighed before he turned them in.

fessor Urbain, head of the zoo, to whom 
I presented my work. There was some 
surprise because the officials had never 
thought of posters, and after a few days’ 
consideration they decided to accept my 
offer. The poster was printed in small 
size and 2,000 copies were hung in all of 
the Paris “metro” (subway) stations. 

The following year, Professor Achille 
Urbain summoned me and asked for an- 
other picture. This time I made a photo- 
graph of a hamadryas monkey. And so 
on, every year I produced a new poster, 
always with the same caption: ALLEZ 
Av Zoo (go to the zoo) which contains 
an alliteration (pronounced a-lay-zo-zo) 
which became a motto with visitors. 

The reason why these posters so pleased 
the public lies in the fact that they actu- 
ally portrayed some of the best known 
among the family members of the zoo. 
They were not ideal pictures of imag- 
inary or anonymous animals. I do not 
deny that more artistic results might 
have been achieved with drawings, but 
photography is responsible for the truth- 
fulness that seemed to strike onlookers 
and remind them of the real animals that 
they had watched during their previous 
visits to the zoo. 

It required patience, and many visits 
before I had the pose and pictorial com- 
position required to make a really effec- 
tive poster, but the enthusiasm with 
which the public enjoyed the posters 
more than made up for my trouble. 

I am sure that if you will check through 
your photo-file, you will find a few pic- 
tures which can be used as photo-posters. 
If you can’t find any you feel are effec- 
tive—make them of civic events or mu- 
nicipal attractions. Show them to those 
in charge of the events or activities which 
are the subjects of your pictures—you 
may soon find a photograph of yours 
made into a dramatic and effective 
poster.—f

carried roll of film. Fast lenses allowed 
use under conditions of light which pre- 
viously had stymied such picture work. 
And last, but not least, unobtrusiveness 
of design allowed capture of the unwary 
during an unwitting moment. 

Since those first days, photo-journalism 
has spread over the globe. It has created 
several national magazines, made famous 
hundreds of photographers, and brought 
pictures into the lives of people. No 
longer do you wonder about the habits 
and habiliments of the other side of the 
world; your Sunday newspaper carries 
their picture-stories in its rotogravure 
sections, and you see them in your mag- 
azines. But even with the growth of 
photo-journalism, the use of the camera 
to tell a story, and with the existence of 
accepted specialists in the field, the 
photo-journalist today still has not 
achieved as capable and comprehensive 
a job as he might. There are two reasons! 
for this—the first is that the number 
of qualified photo-journalists is still too 
few, few not in terms of numbers, but 
few in the amount of good picture stories 
produced and for which the public does 
ahd will clamor. This is one field in 
which there is always room for one more. 
The second reason is that many editors 
today still restrict the photo-journalist. 
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The Crown Prince of Sweden sits for Gullers’ camera. 
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They feel that at their desks they have 
a better understanding of what makes a 
story or tells a tale than does the pho- 
tographer on the scene. This philosophy 
that two heads are better than one is 
not a good one, for one mouth can cer- 
tainly tell a story far better than can 
two. 

Should this information hold your in- 
terest, and should you feel that photo- 
journalism as a career might be worth 
investigating, and attempting, then there 
are a few further points I might pass on 
to you. 

If you wish to enter this field, ask 
yourself a few questions. “Can I spot a 
story? Do I have a journalistic sense? 
How is my eye for pictures? Do I have 
an adequate background in economics, in 
sociology, in psychology? And last, but 
not least, can I handle a camera?” If you 
can say “yes” to these, or feel interested 
enough to spend some time training 
yourself, then perhaps photo-journalism 
is for you. 

Let me lay out a brief program of 
study. To take first things first, you 
should begin with practical work in the 
darkroom. I know that you can find 
many more enjoyable places than a small 
room which may reek of chemicals, but 
it is important to make your developing 
and printing technique a habit. Learn 
the arts of cleanliness and organization, 
for when you start to make picture 
stories, you'll find that this will pay off 
big dividends. Many beginners jump over 
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Notice that the Rolleiflex has no 


sunshade and no flashgun attached. Gullers prefers to use his hands to shade his lens, 
and believes that flash kills the individuality and feeling of the photographer concerned. 
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this important start with sometimes fatal 
results. 

When you feel that you have gradu- 
ated from the darkroom stage and are 
willing to take upon your shoulders the 
blame for any blunder which might be 
committed during development and 
printing, then it is time to consider work 
with your camera. 

Whenever a newcomer asks me to ad- 
vise him whether to buy an expensive 
camera, my answer is usually the same, 
“Better buy a box camera!” Why pur- 
chase a complicated piece of machinery 
to begin with? You will have enough to 
worry about in front of your lens with- 
out thinking about the gadgets behind 
it. When you have achieved one or two 
ideas of your own on composition, and 
have learned how to handle simple sub- 
jects, then it is time enough to purchase 
a more involved camera. 

Hand in hand with your beginning 
camera work should come practice ses- 
sions in photo-journalism. Sit down and 
work out a shooting script. ‘This is noth- 
ing more than a story idea built around 
a theme, and which covers the idea in 
ten or fifteen pictures. Be sure to in- 
clude in your line-up of photographs 
plenty which convey atmosphere, and a 
number of dramatic close-ups. Write sev- 
eral shooting scripts on various themes, 
and go out and make them for your ad- 
vanced training. 

For this work you probably will need 
a better camera and a somewhat faster 
lens, although if you will be shooting in 
the summer, this is not an important re- 
quirement. A meter also is important, 
but learn not to depend upon it too 
much. Try to gauge an exposure your- 
self, and then use the meter to check 
your own accuracy. Meters are very 
good, but you may miss the scoop of your 
life if you leave your meter at home. 

Many photographers feel that one of 
the most wonderful of modern inven- 
tions in photography is the flashbulb. I 
am sorry to say that I do not agree with 
this. There is a great danger in the use 
of flash, for it easily can kill the atmos- 
phere in a picture. It will standardize 
your photographs, give them a univer- 
sally found snap and brilliance, and kill 
the individual work and feeling of the 
photographer. If the acceptance of flash 
work continues to grow, it is quite pos- 
sible that in a few years, if not sooner, 
you will not be able to tell whose picture 
is which. 

Daylight flash work is particularly hor- 
rible. I do agree that it is necessary for 
a newspaper photographer, but I will not 
accept the viewpoint that every photog- 
rapher or photo-journalist is helped by 
flash in every shot. Just as an example, 
look at my portrait of Andre Gide, the 
1947 Nobel prize-winner, which appears 
on page 49. Gide is irascible, and dis- 
likes photographers. I found him at a 
rehearsal of one of his newest plays in 
Paris. He was sitting under a single 
hanging stage light, and seemed to me to 

resemble a character out of a Rembrandt 
painting. I had my assistant mask the 
camera with his body while I set my 
diaphragm and put the camera on time, 
then had him step aside while I made 
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the exposure. Gide did not see the cam- 
era, nor realize his picture had been 
taken. Yet his photograph is immeasur- 
ably truer a portrait of the man than it 
would have been had I “prettied” him 
with a flashbulb. 

Many photographers use lens shades. I 
do not, for they are too bothersome, and 
I can achieve my effects and protect my 
lens from light with my hands, which 
fortunately are somewhat oversized. 
Hands are almost as important to the 
photo-journalist as his camera. He should 
learn to use them like a sculptor—in 
dodging his prints, directing his subjects, 
and shading his lens. Hands are to the 
photographer what a baton is to the con-

ductor of an orchestra. They are capable 
of achieving any number of effects when 
you learn how to use them. 

While doing your work, study as much 
as possible. An American has a great ad- 
vantage over a Swede as he does not 
have to study a foreign language in order 
to read the truly superb photographic 
books written in English. Study picture 
books and make notes for your further 
reference, for there is important tech- 
nical data in many of them. Another way 
to exercise your sense for composition is 
to study black-and-white reproductions 
of oil paintings. This includes modern art 
as well as the old masters. From them 
you can learn composition, grace, bal- 
and style. There is no harm in 
Stealing ideas from old masters and mak- 
ing them over again in photography—for 
others have done it, and I am sure they 
will not mind one more. When you have 
Studied and know how to compose for 
effect, then start work in the streets, the 
factories, homes, and everywhere.

The fields open to you for picture- 
stories are innumerable. Children are 
particularly wonderful to work with. My 
own children are my best models and 
become used to the camera from the first 
few hours of their birth. A few years 
ago I wanted a picture put in with the 
birth announcement of my latest daugh- 
ter. The largest paper in Stockholm re- 
fused because they had never carried 
anything like that before. An evening

announcement. The columnists were im- 
pressed, and stated, “Thus far we have 
always had our picture taken to cele- 
brate our 50th birthday, but isn’t it a far 
more important event to be born?” Be 
careful, however, not to tire the children 
of the camera. It must always be a favor 
to be photographed. One of the reasons 
my children are so fond of it is that they 
are old enough to understand that the 
five kroner ($1.35) they receive is very 
handy to have. 

Landscape photography is another field 
for the photo-journalist. Though tremen- 
dously pictorial in possibility, it has not 
developed as rapidly as other fields such 
as industry, fashion, or news work. I al- 
ways try to get life and action and im- 
port into my landscape pictures. Note 
how the moving timber in the river in 
the photograph on page 48 suggests life 
and adds interest to a pictorial scene. 

Industrial photography is a vital and 
important field. Thanks to the modern 
small cameras you can achieve real at- 
mosphere in your industrial shots. The 
smoke, dust, life and danger in modern 
industry is what makes its pictures fas- 
cinating. For these you need a camera 
that will handle easily and rapidly, and 
which can be carried to rafters such as 
those from where I made my aircraft 
plant picture, or set low on the ground, 
as in the steelwork scene.

1at your photo-work should be your 
obby as well as your profession.

So there you have my story, my habits, 
and my beliefs. I hope that some part 
of it will help to direct you along the 
path to a career in photo-journalism.—

probably then be easier for you to de- 
termine whether or not you would sup- 
plement your lighting, or stick to con- 
ventional flashbulbs and flashguns. 


What Is a Flashtube? 

A flashtube is merely a tube or bulb 
that is filled with a gas. It has electrical 
terminals, hooked up to a so-called power 
pack in which high-voltage current is 
“manufactured” and stored. When the 
firing switch of the complete unit is 
closed, the high-voltage current jumps 
across the flashtube terminals like a 
huge spark. The spark causes the gas 
to glow momentarily, producing a brief 
but intense flash of light. 

The power pack contains an assort- 


ment of condensers, rectifiers, resistors, 


and a lot of other things which are of 
no particular concern to those who are 
interested only in the practical photo- 
graphic applications of this type of equip- 
ment. So let us content ourselves with 
the simple explanation that the con- 
denser is a “storage tank” that is grad- 
ually filled up with current from a low- 
voltage source such as a wet or dry bat- 
tery or the 115-volt wall socket in your 
home. When the “storage tank” is com- 
pletely filled up, you have accumulated 
a lot of volts—generally, about 2,000 of 
them. Then, when you close the firing 
switch, what you are literally doing is 
opening the tank valve and pouring the 
2,000 volts into the flashtube all at once. 
As stated above, this high-voltage cur- 
rent then leaps across the terminals, 
heating up the gas in the tube to such 
a point that it a in a quick, but 
brilliant flash. The “storage tank” then 
starts filling up again for the next flash. 
The whole process takes place in a mat- 
ter of seconds. 

This electrical discharge form of light 
is not new! It was used for scientific 
work in about 1851. Sparks in open air 
or gas-filled tubes have been used by 
scientists to study fast-moving objects 
for over thirty years. The modern ver- 
sion of the electronic flashtube as ap- 
plied to the practical photographic uses 
of today was conceived shortly before 
the beginning of the recent war. 

The flashtube itself is built to last for 
several thousand flashes. Used under the 
conditions for which it was designed, the 
tubes will give long service and con- 
sistent photographic results. 

In most cases, when the average pho- 
tographer asks questions about electronic 
flash, he gets a lot of answers involving 
such words and phrases as “microfarads,” 
“condenser loadings,” “capacitance,” 
“watt-seconds,” and other highly tech- 
nical stuff that makes you begin to be- 
lieve that you have to have a degree in 
electrical engineering to understand what 
it will do photographically. This certainly 
is not so! All you, as a photographer, 
have to know to use it intelligently is the 
particular flash factor, or guide number 
for the film you're exposing. If you know 
that, you can make pictures with it just 
as easily as with light from any other 
source, and it should make no difference 





whatsoever to you what they call all the 
parts in the power pack. We will discuss 
these guide numbers more in detail a 
little further on. 

It must be realized that the flashtube 
requires a power supply of high voltage 
to make it work. You cannot just stick 
it into an ordinary electric socket like 
a flashbulb and flash it. It can not be 
flashed with 2 or 3 small dry-cell bat- 
teries such as you would use in a flash- 
gun to flash conventional flashbulbs. It 
does require a power pack to build up 
the high voltage required to flash it. 
These power packs range in size and 
weight from 7 or 8 pounds to 20 pounds 
for the portable types, and on up to sev-

eral hundred pounds for the big studio 
types that are used by the color illus- 
trators and commercial photographers. 
The size and capacity of the “storage 
tank” and the other parts account for 
this variation in weight. 


Types, Sizes, Models, ete. 

It would require a great deal of space 
to list all of the models of flashtube 
equipment, but here, generally speaking, 
is a description of what is available. As 
stated above, some units operate from a 
battery, some operate from the 115-volt 
a-c wall socket in your home, and others 
operate from either, by simply snapping 
a little switch on the set. 

There are some outfits that are de- 
signed to flash one tube, some that are 
designed to flash one or two tubes, and 
still others, two or three tubes. The more 
tubes a unit is capable of flashing, the 
heavier it gets, and of course the more 
expensive it becomes. As it becomes big- 
ger and heavier, the equipment becomes 
less and less portable until we reach the 
studio models which are pushed around 
on little dollies rather than carried by a 
shoulder strap. However, inasmuch as 
most amateurs probably are interested 
in the smaller portable types, we will 
confine most of our remarks to those. 

To give you a brief differentiation be- 
tween the one-tube and two-tube sets, let 
me explain it this way: A one-tube out- 
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ft is one that has the smallest “storage 
ank” and you pour its entire content 
nto the single tube. On a two-tube out- 
it, the “storage tank” is a little larger, 
nd by plugging in only one tube you 
an pour the whole content of the 
storage tank” into it, or by plugging in 
wo tubes you can pour half of the avail- 
ble charge into each tube simultane- 
uusly. The same principles apply to 
iree- or four-tube outfits. 

The outfit most likely to become pop- 
lar with the average non-professional 
photographer is the comparatively light- 

eight one-tube set. This is the type of 
equipment most likely to reach higher 
production levels, resulting in eventual 
lower cost. A typical one-tube outfit 
runs from 8 to 12 pounds in weight; the 
power pack is contained in a metal case 
measuring approximately 4x7x9 inches, 
with a shoulder strap for carrying it. It 
gets its power from a small, spill-proof 
6-volt wet type storage battery. After 150 
to 200 flashes, this battery can be con- 
veniently recharged. It contains a con- 
denser, or “storage tank,” large enough 
to provide you with a guide number of 
about 140 if you are using one of the 
faster types of panchromatic film. 

Those who prefer multiple lighting will 
probably be attracted to a two-light out- 
fit. A typical unit of this type runs from 
16 to 20 pounds in weight because of the 
larger condenser required for two lights. 
It is housed in a slightly larger and 
heavier metal case—measuring approxi- 
mately 5x8x1l inches, with a shoulder 
strap for carrying. It also obtains its 
power from a small 6-volt wet type 
storage battery, and like the one-light 
outfit, the battery can easily be re- 
charged after 100 to 150 flashes. Another 
model may get its power by being 
plugged into a wall socket in your home. 
The guide number obtained for use with 
an outfit of this size would be approxi- 
mately 200. when employing one of the 
fast panchromatic films. 

In recent months, portable electronic 
flash outfits powered by a non-recharge- 
able dry-battery pack or a set of from 
6 to 8 flashlight-type dry cells have been 
commanding a more and. more wide- 
spread following. Some outfits of this 
kind are of the one-light type while 
others provide for the use of two lights. 
Power packs range in size from a nine- 
pound shoulder-strap model to what ap- 
pears to be an overgrown flashgun bat- 
tery housing that is attached directly to 
the camera like a flash battery case. 

Electronic flash can be used on any 
camera which has a leaf-type between- 
the-lens shutter. If you own one of the 
more recent types of cameras which has 

nchronization for electronic flash built 
into the shutter, your synchronization 
problem is nil. If your camera has one 

the older, conventional shutters, me- 
anical external switches are available 
solve your synchronization problem. 

Cameras which are equipped with a 

al-plane, or curtain-type shutter can- 

t use electronic flash equipment ex- 

1t at slow speeds of 1/20 second or less, 

with open flash. In this case, elec- 
nic flash is of very little advantage. 

Up to this point we have discussed only 
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electronic flash equipment in an effort to 
explain its basic principles. Now, let us 
compare electronic flash to conventional 
flashbulbs and synchronizers: their re- 
spective uses, advantages, disadvantages, 


| exposures, results, and costs. 


Comparison of Cost 

The price range for a one-tube, port- 
able electronic flash outfit will run any- 
where from $69.50 up to $220, depending 
upon make and the power it contains. 
A two-light outfit will range from $150 
on up to $300. Three-light units are pro- 
portionately higher. While this may 
seem like a high price to pay for a source 
of photographic light, it must be remem- 
bered that this type of light will last the 
average photographer for months, or 
years, making the lighting cost per pic- 
ture very low. 

Synchronizers for conventional flash- 
lamps range in price from about $15 on 
up to $100, again depending upon the 
make, quality, features, etc. The average 
photographer will spend $30 to $40 for 
his synchronizer outfit. Added to this 
initial cost, of course, is the pay-as-you- 
shoot cost of the flashbulbs. Conventional 
synchronizers and flashbulbs have dis- 
tinct advantages over electronic flash 
units, chief of which are markedly 
smaller size and weight, which make 
them much more portable. 

In the case of electronic flash, your 
initial cost would be comparatively high, 
but the upkeep would be modestly low— 





| perhaps a few repairs and the cost of | 


replacing a tube once in a great while. 
With synchronizers and flashbulbs, your 
initial cost would be considerably lower 


| but the operating expense would be a | 


small but constant proposition. 

In attempting a fair 
comparison, the advantages and disad- 
vantages of both types of lighting must 
be considered—plus what the photogra- 
pher wants in his negatives; also, what 
bulk he wants to carry around, whether 
or not he does his own developing, etc. 
Photographers have different ideas about 
many of these points. 

Advantages and Disadvantages 

Because of the foregoing and because 
there is a place in the photographic field 
for both types of light, let’s put down 
some of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of each. Some people may not 
agree with this wholeheartedly, but it is 
my observation, based on experience and 
consultation with a good many profes- 
sional photographers. 

Electronic flash; its advantages: 

a. Speed: Anywhere from 1/3,000 to 
1/10,000 second flash duration makes 
it an ideal light source for stopping 
or 
sports. 

b. Successive exposures can be 
made just as rapidly, in most cases, 
as you can change film—without the 
necessity of changing bulbs. 

c. Multiple exposures on the same 
film, against darkened backgrounds, 
of moving objects or persons, which 
would allow a study of motion. 

d. Lack of heat. This is particularly 
advantageous to those who indulge in 
photomicrography where the heat 
from other types of light sources 


“freezing” fast action such as in | 


and thorough | 
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often destroys the subject matter. 

e. Low operating cost. 

f. The color quality of the flashtube 
is balanced very close to the require- 
ments of daylight color films and re- 
quires very little, if any, correction 
filtering. Many photographers like the 
results they get in their color trans- 
parencies using no filters. 

Electronic flash; its disadvantages: 

a. The equipment is much heavier 
and not nearly as portable as conven- 
tional flash. 

b. The initial cost is high. 

c. Fast panchromatic types of films 
must be used for best results. This 
type of lighting does not give good re- 
sults on slower films. 

d. Overdevelopment of film is rec- 
ommended by some manufacturers 
whenever more contrast is desired. 
This puts the average photographer 
who does not develop his own films 
at a disadvantage. Those who do de- 
velop their own films run the risk of 
chemical fogging. 

e. Guide numbers (flash factors) 
are lower than those for conventional 
flashbulbs, which results in the pho- 
tographer having to use larger lens 
openings, which reduces depth of field. 

f. This type of light source requires 
drastic filtering to reduce its color 
temperature to that of tungsten-type 
color films. (Ansco recommends the 
use of the Ansco No. 12 conversion 
filter, which has a 4x factor, for this 
purpose, whereas Eastman does not 
recommend the use of electronic flash 
with any of its tungsten-type color 
films.) 

Conventional flash; its advantages: 

a. Small and compact. Very light in 
weight, thus making it easy to carry 
in your camera bag and eliminating 
the need for carrying an “extra bag” 
containing a power pack. 

b. Low initial cost and a pay-as- 
you-go operating cost. 

c. Suitable for both indoor and 
daylight types of color film. 

d. A wide variety of bulb sizes 
available to fit the particular photo- 
graphic job you wish to do. 

e. Provides ample contrast with nor- 
mal development. 

f. Plenty of light for use with even 
the slowest emulsions, 

g. The only light source available 
for synchronized flash pictures on 
curtain-type (focal-plane) shutters, 
such as the Leica, Contax, Graflex, 
etc., are equipped with. 

Conventional flash; its disadvantages: 

a. Necessity of replacing the flash- 
lamp after each exposure—a trying 
procedure when working with several 
lamps on extensions. 

b. Relatively high operating cost 
when hundreds of pictures have to be 
made in short intervals of time. 

c. The continuing though slightly 
less acute flashlamp shortage. 

d. Occasional minor irritations that 
crop up in flash synchronizer units, 
such as improper timing, which are 
quickly and easily repaired when 
recognized.

tically all of the more important consid- 
erations, though individual workers may 
have additions to make to one group or 
the other based upon past experience. 


Exposure Data 

Proper exposure of negatives has al- 
ways been a highly debatable subject 
whenever a group of photographers get 
together. It is a rare occasion when two 
photographers agree wholeheartedly on 
the exposure or density of a negative. 
However, the wide latitude of modern 
black-and-white films these days provides 
quite a range of acceptable negative 
density and any exposure falling within 
this range usually is found suitable for 
obtaining good prints. These acceptable 
exposures, in the case of flash, usually 
are obtained by the use of guide num- 
bers. The latter are listed by most manu- 
facturers of film, flashbulbs, synchro- 
nizers, and electronic flash units. They 
are computed on the basis of thousands 
of actual test exposures made under all 
conditions. Consequently, they are con- 
sidered generally reliable. 

For the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with guide numbers, let me ex- 
plain briefly what they are. When you 
use a specific film, light source, and shut- 
ter speed, a particular guide number in 
the published table will apply. You sim- 
ply divide the distance from the light to 
your subject into the guide number and 
your result is the f stop that produces 
correct exposure. For example: If you 
are using a midget flashlamp with a film 
that has a rating of 64, at a shutter speed 
of 1/100, your guide number will be 
180. If the distance between the flash- 
lamp and the subject is 10 feet, the cor- 
rect lens opening is f/18 (10 into 180 
equals 18). With properly adjusted elec- 
tronic flash, shutter speeds do not figure 
in because the light itself is so much 
faster than any shutter speed. It is al- 
ways advisable to use your fastest shut- 
ter speed with electronic flash unless you 
have carefully considered the effect that 
other’ light on the setup may have. 

Using a fast panchromatic film that 
has an ASA rating of 125, your guide 
number for a one-light electronic flash 
unit would be about 140; your exposure 
f/14 at 10 feet. However, normal devel- 
opment would likely give you a “soft” 
negative, which, in turn, would result in 
rather flat prints. Some manufacturers 
recommend 50 to 75 percent overdevelop- 
ment to allow you to build up the con- 
trast of the negative for more normal 
printing. Some types of film, however, 
do not respond to overdevelopment. 

If you used the same film, rated at 125 
ASA, with a midget flashbulb, your 
guide number for a 1/200 second ex- 
posure would be 210, or f/21 at 10 feet. 
This would provide a normal negative 
with normal development; overdevelop- 
ment would not be necessary to obtain 
ample contrast. 

Coler Film Data 

Just as preference for a dense negative 
or a thin negative influences black-and- 
white exposure, color exposure require- 
ments will vary with the purpose of your 
end-result. When the resulting color 


transparencies are to be projected or 
viewed directly by transmitted light, a 











certain degree of exposure variation can 
be tolerated in spite of the inherently 
short latitude of color film. However, 
when color prints are to be made from 
transparencies, exposure must be quite 
exact to minimize quality losses. 

It is my own observation, verified by 
personal experience, that color transpar- 
encies of excellent quality can be ob- 
tained with electronic flashtube equip- 
ment. With Kodachrome, Ektachrome, 
and Ansco Color (all daylight type), a 
guide number of 25 has proven satisfac- 
tory with a portable two-light unit. Al- 
though no filter is necessary with these 
lights, a Wratten 2A or a CC15 will give 
slightly warmer tones, which are pre- 
ferred by some photographers. (The 
CC33 is used with Ektachrome, daylight 
type.) With Ektachrome and Ansco Col- 
or Film, increased time in the first de- 
veloper will add contrast. 

With a guide number of 25, you can 
get good color transparencies at f/5.6 with 
the lights 5 feet from your subject. 
Greater distances, of course, would re- 
quire larger f stops or more light. 

Equally good color transparencies can 
be had by using conventional flashbulbs, 
with the advantage of being able to use 
smaller f stops. Using indoor-type Koda- 
chrome, Ektachrome, or Ansco Color 
with a clear midget flashbulb at shutter 
speeds up to 1/50 second, a guide number 
of 65 is used which gives you a 10-foot 
picture at f/63. Here, the use of the 
Wratten 2A filter is recommended for 
Kodachrome, the Kodak CC-95 for Ekta- 
chrome and the Ansco UV-16 filter for 
Ansco Color Film. Some photographers 
are satisfied with the slightly cooler 
(bluer) color obtained without filter. 

Daylight-type Kodachrome or Ansco 
Color Film used indoors with a midget 
blue-coated flashbulb as the sole light 
source with a shutter speed up to 1/50 
second provides you with a guide num- 
ber of 55, or a 10-foot picture at f/5.6. 
Filters are not recommended. Guide 
numbers for Kodacolor and blue-coated 
lamps are about 10 percent higher. With 
daylight-type Ektachrome used indoors 
with blue flashbulbs, a Kodak CC14 filter 
is recommended. 

From the foregoing, note that conven- 
tional flashbulbs give you from 1 to 2 
full stops advantage over electronic flash. 


Try Them Both 

It would be literally impossible to la) 
down any set of hard and fast rules fo: 
exposure with either electronic or con- 
ventional flash. There are too many 
variables present in shutters, lenses, sub- 
ject matter, etc. It is up to the individual! 
photographer to revise the guide num 
bers, up or down, to suit his equipment 
peculiarities . . . and his own tastes. 

It is obvious that both types of light 
sources are good and have a definii: 
place in the photographic field. Eac! 
has some advantages over the other. 
Your photographic dealer would be gla« 
to arrange for you to try out one of the 
electronic flash units to run comparativ« 
tests. Perhaps this will help you decid 
which type of light is best suited for you 
flash picture making. 

You may want to own one type or th 
other. Perhaps both!—pe

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Letter from London 


REETINGS to you, with this, the 

first of a series from this side of 
the Atlantic giving news and views in 
the photo world, both amateur and pro- 
fessional, over here. 


BIGGEST BOMBSHELL we have had in 
years came from Allan Cash, well known 
industrial photographer, when he sud- 
denly announced at the Camera Club 
that he was completely dissatisfied with 
the results obtained by continual agita- 
tion in ea spiral tank when developing 
No. 120 films (214x3%4). 

This was a real shock, because Allan 
himself has been one of the biggest ad- 
vocates of continual agitation for long 
enough. Apparently what has been hap- 
pening is that with the larger size of 
film (he gets no trouble with 35 mm), 
he has observed that constant agitation 
results in uneven development in the 
middle of the film. In one film, which 
he deliberately developed for longer than 
his usual time to demonstrate the effect, 
the two edges were far denser than the 
middle and the effect, down the whole 
length of the film, was that of an under- 
developed streak down the center. 

This naturally meant that he was hav- 
ing to do far more “dodging” on the én- 
larger than would ever have been neces- 
sary with an evenly developed film. 

The second big surprise in this respect 
came about when he raised the subject. 
Others too had noticed it, but seemingly, 
chary of going against popular opinion, 
had refrained from mentioning it. Harold 
White, ace cameraman of the British 
Council, had observed the phenomenon, 
but as he prefers quite a thin negative 


for general purposes, it hadn’t caused | 


him any real bother. 

Experiments are now going on to find 
the root of the trouble, but at first glance 
it looks as though the constant swirl of 
the developer is causing the liquid to 
move faster round the center of the tank 
than at the bottom and top, with the re- 
sult that development round the middle 
of the film is held back. 

There should be a great deal of.fun 
and a lot of argument before this thing 
gets finally settled. There was certainly 
enough controversy when the vogue for 
constant agitation first started. Yours 
truly is quite impartial on the subject, 
because he’s quite content to agitate only 
once every four minutes.

I’ve never understood myself why it is 
that camera clubs in both countries 
haven’t “adopted” one another on an ex- 
change basis. 


THE RECENT exhibition of French pho- 
tography, sponsored by the French Am- 
bassador and held at the French Insti- 
tute in London caused widespread inter- 
est. The French seem to be specializing 
in what we might term “imaginative 
realism” and several of the pictures have 
been reproduced in the photographic 
journals. So great, in fact, was the de- 
mand upon the French authorities for 
permission to reproduce, that there has 
literally been a queue of borrowers. 

It seems likely that the interest 
aroused by the French show will spur 
other Embassies to put on similar repre- 
sentative shows and I have already heard 
that the Czech Embassy has arrange- 
ments well in hand, for an exhibition in 
the not too distant future. A number of 
such shows, held in London would do a 
lot for European photography as a whole.

A few competitive shows would 
soon help to liven things up a bit. 


CINDER TRACK motor cycle racing, 
commonly known as “speedway riding,” 
has been gaining popularity rapidly dur- 
ing the last few years. Odd photographs 
of track incidents have appeared from 
time to time, but neither professionals 
nor photo clubs seemed attracted by the 
subject. 

Now, however, the ice has been broken 
by that grand old veteran of Fleet Street, 
Lancelot Vining. He paid a visit to 
a Manchester Speedway one Saturday 
night and published some of his results 
in his weekly feature page the following 
week. Vining’s 60-odd years sit lightly 
on his shoulders and he can still bring 
to picture making all the energy and 
enthusiasm of a keen young amateur. 

It won’t be surprising if we get a spate 
of speedway pictures after this.

Help Your Community— 


TAKE SAFETY SHOTS! 


Point out hazards—help your loeal 
safety council reduce the accident toll 


MATEUR PHOTOGRAPHERS who 
A saw the recent spread in Life mag- 
azine showing the prize-winning 
photographs in the nationwide Green 
Cross Photo Contest conducted by the 
National Safety Council may be wonder- 
ing what all the shooting was about. 

The Green Cross contest was for pro- 
fessional news photographers only—the 
council is a non-profit organization not 
yet able to open the door for every 
Richard with a camera. But that doesn’t 
mean that amateurs can’t enlist their tal- 
ents in the worthy cause of accident pre- 
vention. 

The pen may be mightier than the 
sword, but the safety council believes 
that a picture serves as an artillery bar- 
rage in the assault for safety. It feels 
that a vivid photograph showing the re- 
sults of an accident, or illustrating the 
safe way of doing things, can do much 
to bring home the importance of safety. 

Many towns and communities have 
some organized safety endeavor, often af- 
filiated with the National Safety Council. 
These local groups are eager to have 
members of the community volunteer 
their aid in selling accident prevention 
because they are forced to operate on a 





budget too small to pay for professional 
assistance. 

This is where the amateur photogra- 
phers can help. It is their chance to con- 
tribute a valuable service to the com- 
munity in which they live, and at the 
same time have fun in the pursuit of 
their own hobby. Take safety pictures! 

Individually, or in an organized group, 
they can volunteer their services as cam- 
eramen to the local safety council and 
work with it on a schedule of pictures 
to illustrate the points in the never-end- 
ing campaign it is conducting. 

On-the-spot pictures that show the pain 
and misery of accidents may come before 
their lenses, but “on-the-spot” work alone 
is not sufficient. Planned pictures which 
can be used to teach people the correct 
and safe way to do things are even more 
important to a safety program. Greatest 
use can be made of the “do and don't,” 
“right and wrong,” instruction techniques 
when they are combined with attention- 
getting pictures. 

Suppose the local safety council under- 
takes a home safety campaign. The man- 
ager knows that promotional literature 
and publicity will be much more effective 
if it can be dressed up with pictures

thorities that a photographer ought to 
take action pictures and off he went with 
an escorting officer. Somehow, he hap- 
pened to “lose” his escort and joined 
some troops moving up to the front. 
These are Desfor’s own word: “I won't 
forget that day’s events. I rode all the 
way with the troops and went in with 
them when they recaptured Baramulla, a 
key point. My food all day consisted of 
a cup of “mud” (supposedly coffee), two 
apples, a chappatti, and a slug of brandy. 
I wasn’t prepared for the cold, and even 
with a borrowed overcoat, spent the night 
feeding a fire trying to keep warm. Then 
I fell asleep for one hour on a pile of 
lumber, with a straw pillow and my feet 
dangling practically in the fire. Next 
morning I talked an officer into sending a 
truck back to Srinagar so that I could get 
my photos processed and on their way. 
The driver drove like a demon and with- 
out incident till we reached the edge of 
town, when we were stopped by a Sikh 
major general whose armored convoy 
was cautiously testing the territory from 
which we had come. He had a lorry full 
of correspondents behind his armored 
vehicles. He figured it would take 2% 
hours to travel the “dangerous area” to 
Baramulla. I told him it had taken us 
50 minutes—then prudently retired. At 
the hotel I found another pilot friend to 
fly me back to New Delhi. Next day my 
films were on their way to London and 
New York, and my eyewitness story was 
relayed on the AP wire, while the other 
correspondents were still up in Bara- 
mulla.”

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BLIND WORKERS IN FILM PLANT 

In @ neat coupling of man to job, the 
employment of blind workers for bulk 
film manufacture has paid off in effi- 
ciency and increased production. The 
Ideal Film and Supply Company of New 
York has 17 sightless men and women 
on their payroll, all at the same rates as 
sighted workers, but their greater dex- 
terity, speed, and efficiency in operating 
the semi-automatic machines enables 
them to earn greater incomes. 

A keen sense of touch and smell, as 
well as the spirit of pride in themselves, 
gives them a certain edge in many types 
of work; they distinguish between ortho 
and panchromatic film with a quick, ac- 
curate scrape of sensitive fingers; they 
make machine adjustments in the dark, 
when a light would necessitate tempo- 
rary plant shut-down; and, at their own

request, they are placed on a piece-work 
basis, where they are able to earn as 
much and sometimes more than sighted 
workers. Movie film, stapled for process- 
ing, had always been a source of annoy- 
ance due to breakage, until a blind em- 
ployee was put on the job. There has not 
been a break since he took over. 

Although a blind man would seem the 
logical choice for work in a darkroom, 
the company felt that it was taking a 
chance when it hired two sightless work- 
ers a year ago. A few embarrassing inci- 
dents at first seemed to justify the at- 
titude, but very soon the blind workers 

slipped unobtrusively into the everyday 
Toutine, and today it is difficult to pick 
them out of the stream of people going 
in and out of the buildings. Even the 
time cards have been notched for ready 
identification by a single flick of the 
fingers. 

Only in the quality of their work is 
the difference apparent, for the blind are 
anxious to prove themselves capable and 
efficient. They constantly emphasize that 
they want, not charity, but a chance to 
work quietly and well, on an equal foot- 
ing with sighted men. That they have 
succeeded is shown by the fact that plans 
are now underway to increase the total 
of lind employees to forty or fifty. All 
of hem feel that this job is a natural for 
the blind... and what started as a 
dov btful experiment has turned into a

or newspaper-magazine photography. 
“How can I become one of those who 
make the grade?” That’s a question 
which many aspiring photographers ask. 
Starting with fundamentals, let us as- 
sume that anyone who wants to enter 
this exacting field is technically profi- 
| cient, capable of making proper expo- 
| 
| 





sures, of handling lighting, composition, 
and all other elements which go into the 
making of a good negative. He (or she) 
must also know photofinishing, or have 
good laboratory facilities, to insure the 
production of top-quality prints. If he 
has a studio, or access to one with facili- 
ties for building sets and with fairly 
elaborate lighting equipment, he can at- 
tempt a wider range of jobs than if he 
can accept only “location” assignments. 
But the lack of a studio need not deter 
him from trying to break into advertis- 
ing photography, for quite a few jobs in 
this class can be done on location; and 
it often is possible to rent studio facili- 
ties from other photographers. The as- 
pirant should “know the ropes” to some 
extent, i.e. know how to go about en- 
gaging models and how to obtain releases 
from them; and how to assemble props. 

Let us say, then, that our aspiring 
photographer is a good craftsman and 
can turn out first-quality pictures, and 
that he knows what is involved in mak- 
ing photographs for national advertisers 
or large local ones. His first concern is 
with getting assignments. He wants art 
directors, who usually hire the photog- 
raphers, to know about him and his 
work. How can this be brought about? 

He must take samples about and show 
them to art directors. 

This presupposes that he has samples. 


If he went to a good camera school, he 
probably has some. If he served an ap- 
prenticeship with a good commercial 
photographer, or if he has been an ad- 
vanced amateur for some time, he may 
have samples. If he has none, he’d better 
get busy and make some. 

“What kind shall I make?” That’s an- 
other question often on the lips of the 
inexperienced photographer. Before an- 
swering it, the novice should search his 
soul and discover what type of pictures 
he wants most to make, and he should 
discover (usually by asking the opinions 
of those competent to judge) what types 
he is best fitted to make. If, for example, 
he likes-to make industrials, or still lifes, 
or food shots; and if, through a poll of 
art directors, photography teachers, ad- 
vanced amateurs, or others who know 
good pictures when they see them, he has 
learned that his work in one of these 
fields is better than in the others, that’s 
something to start with. Or, to be more 
specific, if his still lifes and food shots 
win praise, while his fashion shots leave 
the critics unimpressed, it would seem 
that he might as well not attempt to 
break into fashion. (There are, of course, 
exceptions to all rules. If he has a great 
desire to get into fashion photography, 


he should keep trying until he succeeds. 


For the aspirant who wants to build a 
set of samples, it is a good plan to study 
the advertisements in national magazines 
and decide what kind he would like to 
make; then prepare pictures in this gen- 
eral class. By consulting the advertising 
directories (available in many public 
libraries), he could learn which agencies 
handle those accounts and get appoint- 
ments with the art directors handling 
them, to show his samples. 

Another good approach is to pick an 
agency which handles accounts in certain 
fields—food, fashions, cosmetics, furnish- 
ings, as the case may be—and make sam-

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ples fitting specific accounts. Then, after 
obtaining an appointment, these could be 
shown to the particular art directors who 
work on those accounts. This entails 

some study of the advertising directories, 

and also telephoning to learn the ac- 

counts for which individual art directors 

are responsible. But if the photographer 

has ingenuity and originality and can in- 

ject these qualities into his pictures, the 

results may be well worth while. 

It goes without saying that if the work 
of a photographer has been reproduced 
—whether in booklets or other advertis- 
ing literature, in periodical advertising, 
or in the form of editorial illustrations, 
it should be included among his samples. 

How should the samples be presented? 
Zwinak feels that it does not matter 
whether they are offered in albums, port- 
folios, mounted or unmounted, or other- 
wise, so long as they are easy to handle. 
They should, of course, be clean and 
fresh-looking, not soiled and dog-eared. 
Many photographers now show their 
samples under transparent plastic sheets. 
This not only keeps.the pictures clean, 
but sometimes heightens their sheen and 
makes them more attractive. 

James Snyder, an experienced and pro- 
ficient advertising photographer, has a 
good method of showing his pictures, ac- 
cording to Zwinak. It is particularly ef- 
fective for submitting work done on 
assigament. Snyder usually makes quite 
a few shots of a model when working on 
a job. He selects a series of these, the 
ones he himself likes best, and makes 
4x5 prints of them, mounting them on a 
piece of cardboard, perhaps 24 inches 
square or larger. Included with these, on 
the same sheet of cardboard, is an 8x10 
enlargement of one of the series. The 
cameraman usually enlarges the one he 
personally prefers; this also gives an idea 
of how any of the others will look when 
enlarged. Tnis system permits the art 
director and the client to see a fairly 
large selection at one time. 

Getting off on the right foot, so far as 
a good relationship with the advertising 
agency is concerned, usually starts with 
the interview. Art directors are busy 
men, working under high tension. They 
want to see the work of photographers; 
that is part of their job. But fitting the 
interviews into their busy schedules is 
rarely easy. So the photographer may 
have to call several times for an ap- 
pointment, and after getting one, may be 
asked to postpone it. Accepting this 
good-naturedly can make a favorable im- 
pression on the art director. 

Then, when the interview has been 
promised, the photographer would do 
we!l to remember that the art director’s 
time is valuable and he may have little 
time for conversation. A pleasant, gra- 
cious manner is an asset for the camera- 
man or his representative, but brevity 
may be just as much appreciated. 

This does not mean that a follow-up 
is not desirable. “I really mean it when 
I tell a photographer to call me again in 
a lew weeks,” says John Zwinak. “And 
I'm willing to take another look at his 
Pictures (different ones, of course), at a 
later date. Sometimes a photographer 
Cals to say he wants to show me a pic-

ture he is delivering to another agency. 
It takes only a minute to go to the outer 
office to look at it, and I then have a 
better idea of what he can do. 

Up to now, we have talked about get- 
ting the interview, with the hope of get- 
ting an assignment. Of equal importance 
in the success of the photographer’s long- 
range career are other aspects of his be- 
havior during the filling of those first 
assignments. (Naturally, we are still as- 
suming that he knows his trade.) 

“One thing I appreciate,” comments 
Zwinak, “is the photographer’s refraining 
from bothering me with petty details 
while he is preparing to make a picture. 
The sketch and preliminary layout have 
been made and given to him, and we 
have had a talk. He knows pretty well 
what is wanted. I don’t like having him 
telephone me to say he can’t find a Chip- 
pendale table for the setting, or that the 
model’s dress can’t be crepe de chine 
with tiny ruffles on the sleeves. If substi- 
tutions must be made, he might as well 
use his best judgment. By the time he 
telephones me, I’m busy on another job. 
I like it best when the photographer has 
the set-up complete in all its details be- 
fore he calls me in to O.K. it. 

“Very often I bring the client in for 
that final O.K. of the setting,” continued 
Zwinak. “In those cases, in particular, 
settings should be as complete as pos- 
sible. I can imagine and visualize, but 
the client should not be expected to do 
so. And when we go in, it is to be ex- 
pected that the photographer should have 
cleared his decks and be prepared to give 
us his undivided attention for the few 
minutes the preliminary survey might 
take. No matter how well the picture 
might turn out in the end, the client may 
be prejudiced against the photographer 
who dealt with him in the midst of con- 
fusion and interruptions. 

“To remain cool during the picture- 
taking procedure is not always easy,” ex- 
plained Zwinak. “There’s usually quite a 
group on the set when an important 
advertising photograph is being made. 
There’s the stylist—the cameraman’s all- 
round girl assistant—who keeps busy 
mopping off the beads of perspiration on 
the face of the model, or pulling down 
her dress so her slip won’t show, or 
tucking in stray wisps of hair, and so 
on. There’s an assistant or two on hand, 
moving lights and props and hustling 
about to follow the directions of the 
photographer. The photographer himself 
may be concentrating on trying to get the 
right expression on the model’s face. 
Sometimes there are outsiders—maybe a 
detective who’s watching the mink coat 
rented for the model’s use. And, of 
course, I’m there, and sometimes the 
client. The tension can be considerable, 
and even extreme if there’s an unpre- 
dictable child or an animal in the picture. 
It is not to be wondered at if the pho- 
tographer becomes irritable, but this 
wouldn’t help him to get a good picture. 
Sometimes I’ve seen the atmosphere clear 
up and everyone relax, when the man 
behind the lens said something amusing 
or kidded someone at exactly the right 
moment. Children can be difficult mod- 


‘els, but in a sense it’s an advantage to 


have one in a picture. A youngster can 
stand only so much strain, and if one 
shows signs of becoming unmanageable, 
there’s nothing to do but stop till he has 
rested; then everyone else relaxes too.” 

“Knowing how to manage children and 
animals is an art,” according to Zwinak, 
“IT remember the time when Gene 
Hutchinson of Underwood & Underwood 
was making a Fisher Body picture, which 
included a puppy sitting on the model's 
lap. The puppy became nervous and 
frightened because of the confusion, 
There was nothing to do but shoo the 
group back, while the animal was soothed 
and induced to go to sleep. After a while, 
Gene snapped his fingers and the dog 
looked up brightly as the exposure was 
made. The resultant shot was excellent.” 

Ingenuity is a useful trait in the ad- 
vertising photographer, says Zwinak. “No 
matter how carefully a job is planned, 
there are likely to be emergencies at the 
last minute. The cameraman who is in- 
genious in solving such problems earns 
the respect of those who work with him. 
The brothers, George and Albert Adam, 
have displayed this quality on several§ 
occasions when making pictures for our 
clients. For example, there was the time 
when they were photographing a tureen 
of soup with a ladle in it. The sketch 
called for the top of the bowl of the 
ladle to show. But when the soup was 
poured in, it covered the ladle com- 
pletely. We experimented and found 
that to show even a small section of the 
ladle’s bowl, the tureen would have to be 
nearly empty—which was not what we 
wanted. Then George Adam produced a 
wad of cotton as a base for the ladle, 
making part of its bowl show. 

“Then there was the time when Albert 
Adam showed ingenuity by punching 
holes into a foam rubber mattress and 
putting short lengths of wire into them 





ABOUT ZWINAK 


John Zwinak, now with the Kudner 
Agency, New York, is one of the best- 
known art directors in the country. Dur- 
ing the past eighteen years he has been 
on the staffs of Ward Wheelock and 
Young & Rubicam, as well as Kudner. He 
also put in a year as art editor of Good 
Housekeeping, working with Herbert 
Mayes—a year well spent, he feels, in the 
experience it gave him in looking at 
things from the editorial point of view. 

A likable, even-tempered, fair-minded 
man, Zwinak works under pressure, as 
most art directors do, but is never too 
busy to spare a few moments to an aspir- 
ing artist or photographer, or any young 
person who could use his counsel. 

His acquaintance among advertising 
photographers is large, and he has worked 
with such well-known figures as Leo 
Aarons, Albert and George Adam, Anton 
and Martin Bruehl, Henry Bluestone (of 
Pagano Studios), Ben De Brocke, Charles 
Dixon, Gene Hutchinson and Lejaren 4 
Hiller (of Underwood & Underwood), 
Victor Keppler, John Rawlings, Bill Rit- 
tase, James Snyder, and a number of 
others. 

Zwinak is himself an amateur photog- 
rapher, with "gadget" leanings. He has 
his own darkroom. Just now his chief in- 
terest is in making movies.
